A meeting of delegates from the five 
petroleum exchanges comprising the 
Conference of Oil Exchanges was held 
at the exchange in this city on Mon- 


day*afternoon to consider the advis- 
ability of listing certificates of the 
Buckeye Pipe Line Company which 
that compauy would be requested to 
issue on terms similar to those of the 
National Transit Company. As the 
delegates had been instructed by their 
several exchanges to favor the innova- 
tion the meeting was harmonious in 
its action and a sub committee was 
sent to confer with the officers of the 
Buckeye Company to ask that certifi- 
cates be issued for Ohio oil. This the 
compauy has agreed to do as soon as 
the necessary arrangements can be 
completed, and trading in Ohio 
oil may therefore be begun some 
time next ‘month. The subject 
of dealing in Ohio oil has been 
discussed on the several exchanges 
during the past two months, the senti- 
ment in favor of the scheme being 
strong here and in Pittsburg, but at 
first a majority of the members of 
the Bradford and Oil City ex- 
changes were opposed, they fearing 
that speculative trading in the Ohio 
product would tend to depreciate the 
price of Pennsylvania oil. This opposi- 
tionhas been overcome and all now 
appear to be convinced that the re- 
spective intrinsic valuesof the several 
grades of oil will insure a _ relative 
difference in the speculative values. Of 
course certain influences may, at times, 
tend to disturb this difference, but 
such influences would cause similar 
variations if no certificates are issued 
for Ohio oil. An excessive production 
of one grade and decrease of the other 
would naturally decrease the specu- 
lative value of the one and increase 
that of the other. This is simply in ac- 
cordance with the law of supply and 
demand, and iafluences speculation as 
well as legitimate trade. 


Speculation on the several exchanges 
had been decreasing during the past 
three years, and latterly had declined 
to such a low ebb that, in order to pre- 
vent the entire extinguishment of the 
business some new element must be in- 
troduced, hence the action, first 
officially advocated by president 
Wilson, of the Consolidated Ex- 
change in his last annual report, which 
resulted as stated above. This decrease 
in business isshown by the statement 
of clearances, which in 1885 amounted 
to 3,612,138,000 barrels, and in 1889 to 
287,380,000 barrels, and during the first 
six months of the present year they 
almounted to only 101,482,000 barrels— 
a decrease that naturally caused alarm 
among the brokers in petroleum. The 
principal cause of the falling off 
in the business of the several exchanges 
has been the rapidly decreasing 
amount of National Transit certificates 
outstanding and available for specula- 
tive purposes. This amount on the 
first of July represented less than 3,500, - 
000 barrels of oil. As the amount of 
Ohio oil in tanks and pipe lines ex- 
ceeds 20,000,000 barrels, it is expected 
that the security this ample supply 
may be supposed to insure the short 
interest will stimulate speculative 
transactions, and bring about a return 
of the active trading which prevailed 
on the several exchanges during the 
first half of the last decade. As much 
depends, however, upon the public it 
remains to be seen whether the new 
certificates to be issued will prove at- 
tractive. This a trial only can de- 
termine. There is scarcely a doubt, 
however, but that the new departure 
will prove beneficial to the exchanges. 
It will broaden the field of oil specula- 
tion, and as new exchanges will prob- 
ably be soon established in the cities 
of Cleveland and Lima, the new cer- 
tificates can scarcely fail to soon be- 
come popular in that section. 








DRUG REPORTER 


THE SOAP BUSINESS NOT UN- 
PROFITABLE. 


It was refreshing to learn last week 
that, the soap business was not in such 
a demoralized condition and unremu- 
nerative as generally supposed, and 
that one concern, at least, could count 
net rrofits of over half a million dol- 
lars in one year, notwithstanding the 
prize system in vogue, the feeing of 
jobbers’ salesmen, giving of spccial 
rebates and discounts, and many 
other unnecessary practices which are 
said to be reducing the revenue of all 
concerns in the trade. Of course, 
glycerine and candles are credited 
with part of the immense profits stated 
above, but the large proportion of 
earnings came from the soap depart- 
ment, and indicates that the soap in- 
dustry is in a flourishing condition 
and that consumers will recognize 
true merit by using soaps honestly 
made, as most American brands are. 
Now that the corporation feature has 
been introduced, it remains to be seen 
what effect it will have in determining 
the action of other manufacturers who 
were inclined to favor the English 
syndicate proposals. While these were 
being considered by competitors, a 
firm made a radical change in its 
affairs by getting capitalists and the 
outside public interested, and al- 
though it may frustrate the plans of 
English buyers of American soap 
plants, it can be considere! as the 
opening wedge for a combination of 
interests in that line of trade. This 
fact should not postpone action, how- 
ever, on the many evils which honey- 
comb the business. The efforts al- 
ready commenced in that direction 
should be continued for the benefit of 
those who are striving to maintain a 


profitable trade alone.

THE POSITION AND PROSPECTS 
OF SHELLAC. 


The shellac market has been com- 
paratively quiet since the rather heavy 
arrivals of stock from Calcutta, and 
until these goods have beer distrib- 
uted there is no probability of a 
change in the situation. The strength 
of the market has been tested by the 
recent arrivals, which amount -to 
about 4,600 cases, the bulk of this 
stock having come in on one steamer, 
and that within a week. The firm 
feeling which was voted a week ago 
has not abated, but in view of the fact 
that the arrivals for some time to come 
will be light has, if anything, been 
intensified. The tone of the market 
is decidedly bullish, but there is not 
much chance of a further material 
advance in prices for some time to 
come. 

Thestrength of the position depends 
upon the accuracy of the reports con- 
cerning short supplies from Calcutta 
during the balance of theseason. The 
information concerning a heavy short- 
age in the Bysackistic-lac crop, which 
furnishes raw material for two-thirds 
of the total supply of shellac,has up to 
the present time had no effect upon 
consumers, because it is simply a repe- 
tion of the report received almost 
every season, and which by the actual 
results, has been proved almost invar- 
iably without foundation. In this case, 
however, the reported shortage has 
been so fully confirmed that there is 
not a reasonable doubt that the yield 
of Bysacki stic-lac will fall far below 
the average. It has been generally 
stated that the outturn will be only 
three-eighths of an average crop. 
Other strong points in the position are 
the decrease in the London stock froin 
71,000 cases, at the end of June 1889, 
to 48,000 cases at the corresponding 
date this year; the decrease in the Cal 
cutta stock from some 12,000 cases at 
the beginning of the current year to 
about 3,000 cases at the present time, 
and finally the steady growth of con- 
sumption all over the world, but par- 
ticularly in the United States, If we 
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accept the most radical bullish view 
of the situation, we must be prepared 
to find an actual shortage of shellac in 
the world’s markets at the end of the 
current season, but in spite of all this 
there is, as we have said, little pros- 
pect of a large advance in this market 
for some time yet. 

We have already given one reason 
for the failure of buyers to provide 
against a possible advance,in their lack 
of confidence in the reports emanat- 
ing from Calcutta, an incredulity that 
has been repeatedly justified in former 
years. This is a potent reason why 
improvement in prices must be of slow 
growth in this market, but there is one 
of still greater force and that is the 
disappearance of the large speculative 
operators who at one time controlled 
the shellac market in this country. 
Consequently until the trade is con- 
fronted by an actual shortage, the up- 
ward movement in values, which now 
seems sure to come sgomer-e 
will probably make yf 
way. 










From present appea® 
tonseed crop will be the larPest-k 
for five years. The weather has been 
unusually favorable and it gave an 
opportunity for thorough cultivation 
which is shown in the vigorous plants 
of good color, high promise and free 
from rast and worms. In many sec- 
tions the crop is reported to be better 
developed than at this date for many 
years, especially in North Carolina, 
but an excess of moisture in Mississip- 
pi has interfered with the prospects 
there—not to any material extent, how- 
ever. 

The Farmers’ Alliance is a recent 
Southern organization with a branch 
in every county and it is said to be in 
good working order. Various enter- 
prises have been undertaken by the 
Alliance, such as building cotton oil 
mills and fertilizer factories, and now 
the association is deliberating on the 
price to be asked for cottonseed with 
the intention of establishing a uniform 
figure at all the markets. It is this 
club of farmers that buyers of cotton- 
seed have to deal with, according to 
late information received from the 
source of supply, and it would not be 
surprising to hear of a struggle be- 
tween the selling and buying factions, 
as the purchasers will, 1n all probabil- 
ity, combine for mutual benefit. As 
indications point toan unusually large 
crop there is every reason to expect 
lower values than prevailed last sea- 
son, but if the holders cannot be made 
to realize the folly of placing artificial 
prices on their product, the cotton oil 
season will be necessarily delayed by 
the absenee of harmony and lack of 
seed supplies. Crushers have no un- 
derstanding yet as to the regulation of 
the market forthe raw material, but we 
believe that the suggestion meets with 
favor and that before operations are 
commenced it will be decided what 
they can afford to offer forseed. It 
makes a great difference whether eight 
or thirteen dollars per ton is paid, and 
it was demonstrated last season that 
competition, which causes the differ- 
ence, is a costly experience. This can 
be avoided if the proper measures are 
taken in time. There is no longer any 
agency so powerful as to control the 
seed supply, as the oil industry repre- 
sentsmany more divided interests than 
it did two years ago, and if necessary 
one-half of the seed-buying element 
could meet the competitive tactics of 
the other half, but the better plan to 
accomplish the desired result is for the 
trade in general to agree on prices and 
have a friendly understanding with 
the Alliance or whatever association is 
formed by the planters. Holders of 
seed should be made to realize that 
the fancy figures paid last season need 
not be expected, and if they are made 
acquainted with the true situation of 
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unwholesome food than be at the ex- 
pense of purchasing a strictly first 
class grade of cream of tartar which 
can be had anywhere for the asking. 
Druggists have not countenanced the 
traffic in traudulent cream of tartar 
as the official Analyst found, upon in- 
vestigation, that the article in their 
possession could be depended upon. 
Manufacturers regret that a trade 
in compounds is found necessary by 
distributors, as it curtails the produc- 
tion of pure cream to a very large ex- 
tent, but they are powerless to prevent 
it, as compounding is a business by 
itself and can only be regulated by 
law. The parties who do the mixing 
should be compelled to place on the 
labels the true character of the stuff 
which they send out, instead of repre- 
senting it as cream of tartar. There is 
more or less swindling connected with 
the movement of the useful house- 
hold article in the retail grocery trade, 
and it devolves upon somebody to see 
that the credulous buyers are not im- 
posed upon. If the manufacturers 
were associated together for mutual 
benefit, as in previous years, it would 
be a profitable stroke of enterprise for 
them to employ an agent toinvestigate 
the fraudulent practices and compel 


the goods to be sold on their merits.

THE APPARENT DECLINE OF DRUG 
ADULTERATION, 


The New York State Analyst has 
submitted his annual report on the 
adulteration of pharmacopmal drugs, 
preparations and chemicals, as shown 
by the examination of five hundred 
and thirty-two samples collected dur- 
ing the yearin different parts of the 
State. Of these samples, one hundred 
and fifteen were of cream tartar, ob 
tained from grocers, reference to which 
is made in anothercolumn. The drugs 
and other articles analyzed were pur- 
chased from retail druggists. As usual 
Mr. Tucker, the analyst. has divided the 
samples examined into six classes des- 
criptive of their quality. It is grati- 
fying to find that over one half of the 
articles reported on fulfilled the Phar- 
macopoia requirements or fall so little 
below the standard as to be entitled to 
the designation of ‘“‘good” or “fair 
quality,” forty-three and eight. tenths 
per cent. of the total number of sam- 
ples, coming under the first-uamed 
classification, those of fair quality, 
representing a little over ten per cent. 
of the whole. One hundred and thirty 
articles, or a little less than twenty- 
five per cent. were pronounced as in- 
ferior, being either adulterated, defi- 
cieat in strength from improper man- 
ufacture, lackiug soine important con- 
stituent or being partly or completely 
decomposed. ‘Thirty-three articles 
were, either through iguorance or in 
tent, substituted for what was actu- 
ally ordered aud consisted of inferior 
articles of a nature similar to that 
Diluted ac‘ds of excessive

THE SEASON IN DRY COLORS. 


The past season’s business in dry 
colors has in many instances been 
more satisfactory in the matter of the 
amount of trading accomplished than 
was the case last year. The colors 
which have received the most atten- 
tion from buyers have been prussiate 
blues, and at the close of tne season, 
manufacturers find themselves far be- 
hind in their deliveries, and are still 
making the article, which is an un- 
common thing at this period of the 
year. Attention has also been at- 
tracted to the article by reason of the 
extreme high prices that have pre- 
vailed for the raw material, and at 
various times dealers have looked for 
increased prices being asked by 
the makers, but the advance 
which was effected came only 
recently and at a time when the 
bulk of the orders had been placed. 
Yellows have also been called 
for in larger quantities than in former 
years, and buyers have evidenced a 
desire to take the chemically pure art- 
icle in preference to the cheaper 
grades, and this would also apply to 
the chrome yellows. Atthe beginning 
of the season,the stocks of orange min 
eral were very low and as a conse- 
quence, prices were ruling at extreme 
figures. The agitation on the new 
tariff bill, included in which was a 
clanse placing an additional duty of 
one-half cent per pound on the for- 
eign article, undoubtedly stimulated 
the importers to get supplies in before 
the passage of the law, and as 
a result of these efforts, the mar- 
ket is now well stocked, in fact 
a surplus may be said to ex- 
ist, though the same cannot be 
ealled abundant. Prices naturally 
are more in favor of buyers, and lat- 
terly, holders in some instances, have 
shown a desire to grant, concessions in 
order to accomplish sales. The de 
mand throughout the season has been 
fair, having compared favorably with 
other seasons. Browns, which are 
chiefly used for staining colors, have 
not been in particular request, the 
consumption having been much the 
same as in previous years. Values 
have not fluctuated, in fact they have 
been stationary for a number of sea- 
sons. The article most susceptible to 
changes during the season has been 
quicksilver vermilion, which owing to 
the continued appreciation of the raw 
material, has been advanced from time 
to time, now being quoted at fifteen 
cents above last year’s ruling prices. 
Rather an improvement may alse 
be noted in the volume of trading, not 
withstanding these enhanced prices.

The surprising statement of the 
New York State Analyst on the result 
of his thorough examination of many 
cream of tartar samples, which was 


published in last week’s issue of the 
REPORTER, has caused considerable 
stroog comment and the publicity 
may accomplish some good by having 
the matter brought to the attention 
of Congress. Inquiries have developed 
the fact that all cream of tartar com- 
pounds are made by middlemen in the 
grocery trade. Manufacturers sell 
nothing but the pure articlein barrels, 
half barrels and boxes, and the con 
tents are mixed with starch, terra alba 
and other adulterants after reaching 
the hands of jobbing grocers, in order 
to meet the want for cheap cream of 
tartar. Itis claimed that some con- 
sumeis will not pay the price for a 
pure article and that the compounds 
are intended for that class of people, 
who would rather suffer from eating 


fourth and sixth classes is due chiefly 


to the practice of substituting common 
safflower for saffron,and inferior chem- 
ical compounds for genuine cream 
tartar. 

The value of the report is marred by 
the comparatively narrow limitations 
of the field in which the examinations 
were conducted. Only such articles 
were selected as were considered likely 
to be adulterated or were known to be 
of a class in which goods of inferior 
quality are frequently encountered. 
Consequently the results obtained were 
by no means representative of the gen- 
eral character of the various drugs on 
the market. Mr. Tucker states, how- 


ever, that if samples of drugs and 


pharmaceutical preparation had been 


selected at randem, the proportion of 


pure and good article would have been 
We do not know 
upon what he bases this opiniou, but 
as itis of an official nature and in a 
line with what we should most desire 
as a result of a carefnl «nd thorough 
examination of the general stocks of 
retail druggist, we can accept it with 
good grace. The report on the whole 
shows that even in the quarter where 
sophistication and falsification might 
be expected to flourish adulteration is

The customs administrative law will 
go into effect on the first day of next 
month, and preparations are already

of the present laws, even if entry be 
Iuvoices authenticated be- 
fore the first day of August will be ac- 
cepted at any time thereafter if the 
consular certificates conform to the 
present requirements of law, but con- 
sular certificates after August 1 must 
conform to the requirements of the 
new law. One of the more important

more than one year and not more than 
three years from date of importation 
without the imposition of the addi- 
tional duty of ten per cent. as required 
under the present law. This interpre 
tation is the more welcome from the 
fact that it was believed by many that 
although the law does not expressly 
impose the additioual ten per cent. 
upon the withdrawal of goods after 
one year, the rule would still be opera- 
tive. An important provision of the 
law which should not be overlooked is 
that which defines the dutiable value 
of goods to include the cost of all 
coverings in the condition ready for 
shipment. To avoid confusion and 
annoyance importers would do well to 
carefully read the requirements of the 
new law, and also inform their cor- 
respondents abroad of the changes 
made necessary in the consular cer- 
tificates and values or costs to appear 


on invoices.

This is an extraordinurisy long 
pussuge and fears for the safety of the ship 
had been entertained. She was 232 days on 
the way, 140 duys being the average length. 


The British consul at Corea reports that 
“kerosene Oil is increasing in quantity, and 
during the past few months Kussian oil bus 
been placed on the market, It appears to 
find equal favor with the American oil; in- 
deed the natives are not likely to notice the 
ditference, the size und appearance of the 
cases beiug almost identical with those im- 
ported from the Uuited States.” 


Current report is to the effect that there is 
0a fuota gigantic scheme to develop the oil 
territory of West Virginia, with James G. 
Biaine, Stephen B. E:kins, Senutor Camden 
and others behind it, The intention is said to 





be to sink a line of wells from Mannington 
across the state, through the counties of 
Marion, Harrison and Gilmer, and to a point 
in a direct line from the Eureka field. It is 
stated that hundreds of thousands of acres 
have beeu leased along the line. A pipe line 
8 being built to convey the oil. 


Intense excitement prevails at Mineral 
Ridge, near Y*ungstown, O., owing to the 
di-covery of what promises to be a goud field 
of Mecca oil and natural gas. The Mineral 
Ridge Prospecting Company, while workirg 
on the farm of Jacob White, struck natural 
gas, and p:shing the drill deeper were re- 
warded by finding Mecca oil. The drillers are 
experienced men, and assert the iadications 
point toa big vein of oil. The result of the 
strike is that efforts are being made to lease 
all the territory in the neighborhood, 


The United Statea authorities have seized 250 
barrels of naphtha belonging to the Genesee 
Oil Company of Buffalo, which was shipped to 
Uhicago on the steaver Tioga. The seizure 
was made because of the violation of the luw 
regarding the shipping of this fluid, the com- 
pany marking the barrels of naphtha simply 
“Diamond B.” The statute under which the 
seizure was made provides for the sale of the 
oil, the sum derived therefrom to be appro. 
priaced to Uncle Sam_ The section also pro- 
vides for criminal prosecution. The guilty 
parties can be imprisoned foraterm of not 
more than eighteen months and sentenced to 
pay a fine of not more than $?,0. 


Mr. E. R. Hard Bissinger, the U ited States 
consul at Beirut, reports that a discovery of 


‘vetroleum has recently been made in the Al 


»xandretta district, in the Vilayet or Prov- 
ince of Aleppo, Syria. The United States 
consular agent at Alexandretta was directed 
to cause minute inquiries to be made, but the 
result of his researches has not been as com- 
vlete and fullas could have been wished for, 
Che only details elivited are that the land in 
which acertain kind of brownish svil, emit- 
‘ting a peculiar and strong smell, nas been 
found, extends about fourteen or tifteen miles 
tothe west of Aléxundretta, and from une 
ind seven eizhths to two and one-bualf miles 
‘nlané trom the sea shore, and that the dis- 
rict within which are the petroleum wells 
just discovered is situated within this area, 
ind is not more than about 275 square feet in 
xtent. The soil within this comparatively 
uarrow compass is said to emit a strong smell 
f naphtha, but does not appear to ignite 
vhen the experiment is made o lightinga 
rag steeped in this ulmost liquid-like sub- 
stunce, 


OBITUARY. 


CHAR: ES SCHMIDY. 

The death was announced lust week at the 
Consolidated stock and Petroleum Exchange 
of Charles Schmidt, an old and respected 
member. He was about sixty-seven years old, 
and was a native of Hungary. He was edu- 
cated in Germany, and in the revolutionary 
movements of 18:8-"49 be was an active partic 
ipant. He escaped to this countiy upon the 
collapse of the Hungarian uprising, and after 
a brief sojourn at Charleston went into the 
tanch goods business at Buffalo. He was a 
vioneer in the refined petroleum trade und 
interested his friends on the other side of the 
ocean, In 1861 he made a sale of about 2,000 

murrels of refined oil, and tre broker who 
tilled the order made $7\W in commissions. The 
tirm of Schmidt & Strong was established in 
i863, to be dissolved about six years Juter. His 
partuer was Samuel F. Strong, now one of the 
directors of the Couselidated Exchange, Mr. 
schmidt leaves a wife. He was esteemed as a 
wan of honur and integrity among his asso- 
clates, 

M. M. PIGOTT. 

On Monday July J4, Mr. M. M. Pigott of the 
tirm of M. M. Pigott & Son, manufacturers of 
paints, putty aud c%ors in Bostoa, died very 
suddenly at his home in Cheisea. He was one 
of the oldest men in the paint trade of that 
city. 

M. M. Piggott was born in Boston, in 1815, 
and bud bveeo in the paiat trade continuously 
since ]840, or a full balf century. 

In 1840 the firm of B. M. Clark & Co. was 
established, having for its partners B. M. 
Clack, who was the senior member, James 
Clark, Johu Brown and M. M. Piggott. Joha 
Brown died shortly before the war, James 
Clark died in 1866, and B. M. Clark died in 1875. 
Since that time the firm has done business 
under the firm name of M.M. Pigott & Soa, 
M. M. Pigott Jr. entering into partnership 
with his father. The firm, in its early days, 
was noted for its snip painting, and it 
painted nearly every vessel cunstructed at 
both East Bus'on and Medford for many 
years. 

Ono account of his age, Mr. Pigott had been 
gradually failing for some little time, al- 
though he died very suddenly. He often 
boasted that be was never ill « day in bis life, 
and nad never paid a doctor's bill on account 
of himse:f. 

During the period of fity years he had been 
in active business, and continued to do so 
until Toursday of lust week, when he was at 
his store. 

Mr. Pigott had been a member of both 
branches of the Chelsea city council for sev- 
eral terms. He was yery active iu religious 
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circles, and also in the order of Odd Feliows, 
He leaves a widow and twochildren, a son and 
daughter—his son, M. M. Pigott, Jr., succeed- 
ing to his business, which will be continued. 

Mr. Pigott was very highly esteemed by 
every member of the trade, and was very 
widely known as one of the old reliable school 
of Boston business men. Although he was 
not a member of the Paint and Oil Club of 
New England, the firm was represented in the 
Club by his son, so that he was considered al- 
moat as one uf the organization. 

There wasa fully attended meeting of the 
Paint and Oil Ciub, at the office of David Ran- 
dall & Co., corner of Broad and Milk streets, 
last Wednesday forenoon at 11 o'clock, for 
the purpose of acting upon the death of Mr. 
Pigott. A committee, consisting of Asahel 
Wheeler, Daniel G. Tyler, Charles Richardson 
aud R. D. Archer, was chosen to draw up res- 
olutions. 

Remarks, eulogistic of Mr. Pigott were made 
by George L Gould and A. W. Strauss, Messrs. 
Gould, Burt, Wheeler and Richardeon were 
chcsen delegates to attend the funeral, which 
took place in Chelsea, Wednesday afternoon 
ot 2 o’clock. 

A committee prepared appropriate resolu- 
tions, which were adopted. 





CUNRAD BRAKER, JR, 

We learn with great regret of the death of 
Mr. Conrad Braker, .Jr. senior member of the 
firm of Messrs. H. J. Baker & Bro. Mr. Braker 
had been in bad bealth for the past five years, 
but although for some months back he had 
been unable to give active attention to busi- 
ness bis malady uutil very recently was not 
serious enough to confine him to his home. 
He bad gone to his summer cottage at Shelter 
Island, where a few days ago he was seized 
with a severe attack of tbe disease from 
which be had been asufferer for many years, 
and cn Monday last he expired. His death 
was painicss, a gradual wasting away of 
vitality. 

Mr. Braker was the son of one of the orig- 
inal editors and proprietors of the New York 
Staats Zeitung. and was born in this city July 
2th, 1828. He received a good education and 
chose a commercial career. In 185! he entered 
the employ of the firm of H. J. Baker & Bro., 
and four years Jater was mude a partner in 
the house. On the death of Mr. H. J. Baker, in 
1876, he became head of the firm, although for 
several years prior to this period he hxd had 
sole direction of its affairs, in consequence 
of the ill heath of the senior partner. Mr. 
Braker continued to direct the business of 
the firm uaotil withina few months ago, when 
failing health compelled him to surrender the 
management completely to his partners, 
Henry J. Braker. his son, and Mr. W. D. Faris. 

Mr. Braker was a man of most kindly and 
benevolent character, broad-minded and with 
a high sense of business’ integrity. 
In all his dealings he was just 
and straightforward, He always had a 
pleasant word for everyone, and was of a 
most even, pleasant temperament. He was of 
a very charitable disposition, but his charities 
were conducted without ostentation and ina 
munner most calculated to benefit the revip- 
ient. He bad been in the habit of making an 
annual donation toward the expens:s of an 
excursion for poor children, and even on his 
death-bed, and while partially unconscious, 
he directed that the usual check should be 
sent this year. 

Mr. Braker was of quiet domestic tastes. 
He was widely and highiy esteemed by his 
associates in every walk of life, but cared 
nothing for pubiic honors, finding bis great- 
est happiness in his home and the 
close circle of intimate friends. He 
was a member of the Chamber of Commerce 
and was at one time president of the Aweri- 
can Industrial League, which has since gone 
out of existence. He was also a memover of 
the American Geographical Society and a 
supporter of the Metrovolitan Museum of Art 
and the American Museum of Natural His- 
torv. 

Mr. Braker was married in '85tand leavesa 
wife and two sous, Henry J. and C. M.. the 
former having been associated wi'h bim in 
business. The funeral will be held at2 Pp. M. 
to-duy (Wednesday) at his late city residence, 
317 West Fifty-seventh street, and the inter- 
ment will be at Woodlawn.

You would have made the article on the 
Cotton Oil Trust in last week’s issue of the Rr- 
PORTER mere interesting if the report of the 
treasurer submitted at the last annual meet 
ing of the Trust had been published. It seems 
to be a private document, and as it has not 
appeared in print,the REPORTER would confer 
a great favor on the public by giving itin full 

There should be an explanation of where 
the money has gone since the Trust was 
organized. The credulous shareholders have 
not received anything but a one per cent divi- 
dend paid on August 1, 1887,and amounting 
to $417,264. Before the Trust came into exist- 
ence some of the mills paid dividends of ten 
and 23 per cent and the large majority uf them 
earned 25 per cent and upward on the capital 
stock. With proper and economical man- 
agement the Trust would have realized even 
much greater net profits and proved much 
more valuable to certificate holders than is 
shown by the financial statements. The man- 
agement has, from its organization to the 
present time, been extravagant and incom- 
petent; in some instances the trustees have 
been guilty of flagrant breaches of trust in 
dealing with the concerns of the Trust, and 
many expenditures have been excessive, un- 
necessary and unauthorized.

The annual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of American Window Glass Manufac- 
turers was held last Wednesday at the Wind- 
sor Hotel, in thiscity.

Transportation Charges on Soap. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
decided the three cases of Procter & Gamble, 
soap manufacturers of Cincinnati, against the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad 
Company and others, in favor of the com- 
plainants. The opinion states, in effect, that 
in the official classification, common soap 
standsin the fifth class in carloa: lots, and 
that the defendant railroad companies have 
always given it the rate of fifth-class articles. 
For many years prior to May, 1889, they 
charged the complainants for only net weight, 
the gross weight being one-sixth more than 
net weight, but since May, 1889, they have 
charged for gross weight, without diminish- 
ing the rate per 100 pounds. It is held that 
the increasei charge, by the device of charg- 
ing for the gross weight, being one-sixth ad- 
vance for the same service, was unwarranted, 
as it operated to make the rate unreasonable.

Mineral Discovery in New Jersey. 


Mr. Frank L. Nason, the Assistant Geolo- 
gist of New Jersey, has discovered several 
places in that State where he believes zircon 
and molybderite can be mined profitably. 
Zircon is found in brilliant black crystals, 
about half aninch in ljength. It retails at 
from 50 cents to $1 a pound, and can be used 
in electric lighting. The only place where it 
is now mined isin Hunterdon County, N. C. 
But Mr. Nason thinks it could be mined at 
Stockholm, Sussex County, N. J.,and Double 
Run Meadows, Passaic County. Molybderite 
is used by chemists in determining the pres- 
ence of phosphorous, and frequently costs $3 
a pound. It is found at Vernon, Ess°>x Coun- 
ty, and Lower Harmony, Warren County.

The Board of Appraisers to Remain 
in New York. 

Five and perhaps six of the general apprais- 
ers will be on duty at the port of New York 
ail the time, and all appeals from the decision 
of appraisers and collectors at other ports 
will be referred to a board of three of the 
general appraisers on duty at New York. The 
reasons for this are that more than 70 per cent 
of the importations are entered at New York 
and that nearly all the litigation over customs 
decisions originates in New York, so that it 
would hardly be possibile for a question to be 
raised at any other port with which the gene- 
ral appraisers at New York were not already 
familiar. Considerable interest is manifested 
in the change to the new appraiser system.

The Duty on Degras. 


A strong plea was made before the Senate 
Committee on Finance on July 15, against the 
duty proposed by the Senate on wool grease, 
known as degras. Mr. Frederic W. Clarke, of 
Chicago, and Mr. A. G. Webster, of Boston, 
appeared against the duty, and Messrs, J. Rus- 
sell Marble, of Worcester, Mass., and James R. 
MacColl, of Providence, R. I., in favor of it. 
Mr. Clarke argued that American wools have 
8o little grease in them that it does not pay to 
extract it, and that if it were extracted it 
would not yield enough to give half a penny 
each year to each individual in the wool-grow- 
ing States. Only four firms in the United 
States, he declared, are engaged in making 
degras, and the proposed duty of one cent a 
pound would enable them to divide among 
themselves eight thonsand dollars, at a cost to 
the leather trade in import duties of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Leather, Mr. Clarke 
said, is exported at a small profit, and the ex- 
tra cost for degras would strike a severe blow 
at the export trade. As degras is a by-pro- 
duct,und the supply is limited to the con- 
stantly increasing demand, the price must ad- 
vance without the duty. The reply made to 
these urguments by the woolen men was that 
the making of degras was an infant industry, 
which ought to be encouraged and developed, 
as the steel rail manufacture had been and as 
the tin plate industry will be, too, if the Mc- 
Kinley bill becomesa law. The duty will pro- 
bably be retained by the Senate Committee, 
as Senator Hiscock and Senator Aldrich both 
showed plainly their belief in it, and only 
three Senators out of the seven Republicans 
on the Committee can be brought to oppose 
it, according to the statement of a Washing- 
ton correspondent.

The Kings Co. Grand Jury has been investi- 
gating the cause of the odors from Barren 
Island, and last Friday presented the results 
of its labors as follows: 

“Complaint has been made by citizens on 
Rockaway Beach, Far Rockaway, Lawrence 
and Woodsburg of the existence of a public 
nuisance on Barren Island, in the town of 
Flatlands, in this country, caused by the oper- 
ation of certain factories on the island. 

“We find that the business carried on at 
Barren Island by Thomas F, White and An- 
drew White, E, Frank Boe and the Barren

of a most offensive character. The garbage. 
offaland dead animals which accumulate in 


New York are brought into this county to. 


Barren Island, and are rendered, boiled and 
treated insucha manner as to Create naus- 
eating and offensive odors which are carried 
by the wind for long distances, causing great 
d.scomfort and injury to those encountering 
these vile smells. Fish-oi! factories on Barren 
Island allow fish and fish-scrap to accumulate 
on open platforms and rot, causing most sick- 
ening stenches, and a fertilizing factory 
which mixes the refuse frum the other estab- 
lishments for fertilizing purposes, using 
sludge acid and other offensive compounds, 
all causing an indescribable foul-smelling 
vapor, which is carried into the houses of the 
complainants, causes much discomfort, dam- 
age and sickness. 

“The existence of a business of this descrip- 
tion ina locality which is rapidly filling up 
with dwellings and private residences and ad- 
jacent to the reps ceo | spots of Brooklyn and 
of Kings County should not be permitted. At 
the time Barren Island was first occupied for 
these purp( ses it was isulated, and the noxious 
character of the enterprise was not so notice- 
able, but with the marked improvement and 
development of the surrounding territory 
Barren Island has become a crying public 
nuisance, calling for action on the part of the 

ublic authorities looking toward the pro- 

ibition of the offensive trades carried on.”

Treasury Decisions. 


An article invoiced as **Rouge Veigeital in 
grains,” and found to be acclor derived from 
a vegetable source possessing the chemical 
constitution of the coloring matter known as 
orchils, held to be dutiable under the pro- 
visions in T. I., 87, for “colors.” [Letter to 
collector of customs at New York, June 21, 
1890.] 

The claim for an allowance for the weight 
of water In an importation of white lead in 
casks was disallowed, the Department being 
of the opinion that no such allowance can be 
properly made, as the article in the condition 
as imported is recognized as the white lead of 
commerce, dutiable under T. I., 55 and 56, 
[Letter to surveyor of customs at Cincinnati, 
June 17, 189J.] 

Inthe absence of any ruling thereon tbe 
Department directs that on the importation 
of “exalgine,” an article recommended as a 
remedy for “la grippe,” but which it appears 
bas been imported without any evidence ol 
proprietorship, and is afterwards put into 
packages with trade marks, labels, etc., rec- 
ommending it as aforesaid, it shall be assessed 
asa proprietary preparation, leaving the im- 
porters to their remedy by rrotest and appeal. 
[Letter to collector of customs at New York, 
June 17, 1890.] 

Kerosene barrels, which, when empty, are 
understood to be articles of commerce, useful 
for various purposes and having a market 
value, when imported containing gas water, 
are dutiable as coverings designed for use 
otherwise thanin the bona fide transportation 
of their contents to the United States, pro- 
vided that their utility for subsequent use is 
not affected by the gas water. [Letter to 
collector of customs at Detroit, June 17, 1890.] 

The Treasury Department has overruled the 
Collector at Boston in his assessment of duty 
at 45 per cent. ad valorem on vertain thin 
giass under the provision for glass not other- 
wise provided for. The glass was claimed by 
the appellants to be dutiable at 13g cents per 
pound as unpolished crown glass not exceed- 
ing ten by fifteen inches square. The Apprais- 
er at Boston dees not deny that the glass is 
unpolished crown glass, but as the value was 
more than ten times greater than such glass 
as is usually imported as unpolished cylinder 
or crown glass, and is of irregular dimensions, 
very thin and fragile and not readily measur- 
able, it was returned for duty as stated. The 
Appraiser also states that from such pieces of 
the g.ass as are suitable discs are intended to 
be cut for use in adjusting pieces which are 
to be examined under a microscope, and that 
it would be difficult to find any one piece of 
the glass to measure above ten by fifteen in- 
ches, provided it could be cut to any dimen- 
sion. The Collector at New York reported 
that it is the practice at his port to return im- 
portations of this character for duty at 1%

The Cotton Oil Fire in Texas, 


Summons and complaint were served last 
week upon President Armstrong by Renno 
Loewy, attorney for the Texas Standard (jj 
Company, in the case of that comp iny againg 
the Mutual Fire Insurance Company, brought 
inthe Supreme Court of the State of New 
York. The complaint, after the usual long 
legal preambles, alleges that the amount og 
the loss and damage to the property owned 
by the Texas Standard Oil Company was at 
the city of Galveston, on or about the 2ith 
day of April, 1890, duly fixed, ascertained ang 
determined by an agreement in writing, of 
which a copy is annexed to the complaint ang 
madea part thereof, by and between the 
plaintiff and certain of the insurance compa. 
nies insuring plaintiff against loss or damage 
by fire. The complaint then proceeds to qj. 
lege that there became due to the plainti 
$39,168 14,and that in this city, on or about 
the 5th day of June, 1890, the amount to be 
paid by the defendant, and in full accord, set. 
tlement, satisfaction and compromise of alj 
the c'aims of the plaintiff against the defend. 
ant by reason of the fire, was duly fixed, de. 
termined and agreed upon between the plaint. 
iff and the defendant to be the sum of thirty. 
six thousand, eight hundred and eighty-threg 
dollars and twenty-eight cents, which sun, 
says the complaint, the above named defend. 
ant duly promised and agreed to pay to tke 
plaintiff on or before the Lith day of July, 18%, 

The detendant has paid no part of this sum, 
so itisnow due and judgment is demanded 
forthat sum with costs and disbursements, 
President Armstrong, of the Mutual, upon 
being interviewed Friday, made the following 
statement: “A charge of arson has been 
brought against the Heienheimers before 
the local authorities of Gailveston, and before 
this is disposed of we think a suit prema. 
ture.” Regarding the complaint, President 
Armstrong stated that it had been submitted 
to the company’s attorneys for an answer, 
but that there had been no compromise made 
of the amount of the claim as alleged in the 
complaint, “A remarkable fact,” said Pregi- 
dent Armstrong, “is presented by the Heid. 
evheimers bringing suit for several thousand 
dollars less than the amount of their alleged 
proofs of loss.” 

A telegram was received from Galveston on 
July 19, which reads as follows: “The Grand 
Jury sitting here since Friday have dismissed 
the complaint against the Heidenheimers,who 
were charged with burning the Texas Stan- 
dard Oil Mills, insured in the Mutuai Fire and 
other companies. They were honorably dis- 
charged. It is understood that the Grand 
Jury may find indictments against some of the 
witnesses who testified against the Heiden- 
heimers.”

Menhaden Fish in Maine Waters. 


Back in the seventies one of the greatest in- 
dustries in Boothbay, Me., and vicinity, was 
the porey fisheries. The converting of those 
fat fish into o'l and that very odoriferous 
though by no means fragrant substance 
known as “chum” gave labor, and paying 
labor too, to hundreds of men. The oil then 
sold as high as a dollar per gallon, and the 
chum was also in great demand. It was 60 
profitable u business that factories sprang up 
all along the coast, and as a result of the great 
slaughter of their number the porgies held 
some sort of an assembly and resolved tu boy- 
cott the New England coast fora while. This 
resolve they kept tc a T till the summer of '&, 
when small schools came north to se what had 
become of their old destroyers. They found 
most of the factories rotten, tumble-down old 
buildings—the steamers turned into tug boats 
and the majority of owners bankrupt by their 
porgyshipa’ freeze-out. Evidently those por- 
gies that visited Maine in °88, were satisfied 
that they were forgotten in those parts, for 
last year they came again in such numbers 
that it seemed as though the whole porgy 
kingdom had gone down to Maine to spend 
the summer and to swim around in the waters 
where so many of their grandparents had lost 
their lives. 

Now everything has been prepared and got- 
ten into perfect trim to give those porgies 
who will summer in the waters in that vicinity 
the warmest kind of a reception. Eighty men 
are employed in one factory, not counting the 
carpenters and men who are still building and 
repairing. Three steamers and one sailing 
vessel, each with twenty-two men aboard, are 
run by one company, besides countless other 
craft which go “a-porgying on their ow 
hook.” 

After the oil and water have been pressed 
out, the chum, or scrap, as it is sometimes 
called, is burned with sulphuric acid. Then it 
is ready for shipment. The old process of 
drying thechum is done away with and oné 
ot the greatest causes of that unearthly 
stench of the factories of a dozen years ag0 
has been removed. 

The proprietors claim that there will be 20 
disagreeable odor about the works this year 
They say that the only other thing, besides 
the drying chum, which caused the ten-mile 
stench of former factories was the waste 
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water, off which the oil had been drawn. This 
was allowed to stand in the vats and ferment, 
put now it is drawn off while still fresh. Later 
jn the season this same waste water is to be 
used to make fertilizer by a company, who are 
putting up & large building for that purpose, 
just south of the factory. They use some 
yhemical process and are said to have a mine 


of wealth in their scheme.

senator J. H. Duggan Honored. 


An enthusiastic reception was given iu New 
Orleans last wednesday by the citizens to 
those members of the Legislature who voted 
against the Louisiana Lottery, and we find by 
perusing an account of the proceedings, 
which occupy over @ page of the New Delta, 
that Senator J. H. Duggan, who is promi- 
nently connected with the cotton oil industry 
in that section, was given an ovation at the 
public meeting in the Opera House. As he 

vp the aisle to the platform, a sight 
never witnessed before in the annals of New 
Orleans occurred. Men shouted themselves 
hoarse, while fair ladies waved their handker- 
shiefs as they rose to their feet and joined in 
the applause, a grand demonstration in itself. 
The gentlemen in whose honor the ratification 
was held were accorded the center of the 
stage, with His Excellency Governor Nicholls, 
Speaker Henry and visiting Senators and 
legislators On their right. 

Among the resolutions adopted was one 
which mentioned the name of Mr. Duggan, 
and read as follows: That in treating said 
proposition with the disdain which it merited, 
and in refusing to become the vehicle of its 
communication, he has shown a correct ap- 
preciation of the dignity of his high position 
and of the honor as well as of the moral, finan- 
cial and political interests of his constituents. 
That we appreciate the trying scenes through 
which he has recently passed, and recognize 
with pleasure and pride the honorable stead - 
fastness and exalted patriotism which char- 
acterized his conduct, and we are here to as- 
gure him that his course has met with our un- 
qualified, unreserved and most cordial ap- 
proval. 

Mr. Duggan being called upon tor some re- 
marks, responded as follows: In his short 
career the reception was one he would recall 
in after years with a due sense of pride, for it 
was truly grand. He had never been in pol- 
itics until 1880, had never hired a hail or did he 
believe tis friends would have occasion todo 
so. Much had been said by th: previous 
speakers on the lottery quistion. He had 
said “No,” “No,” for the women of Louisiana; 
“No.” for the mothers of rising generations 
who would have to fight the lottery in yeurs 
to come if not disenthroned now. He had done 
his duty in voting '*No” and he had noexcuses 
to make for so doing. 

As the veteran Senator resumed his seat, 
baskets of flowers and floral devices were 


handed up and the applause was deafening. 
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On Imports Under the New Law. 


The following instructions to customs offi- 
cers have been issued by the Secretary of the 
Treasury,and may be regarded as the first 
official bulletin called forth by the enactment 
of the customs administrative law which goes 
into effect August |: 

1. It is proper that certain gene al principles 
should be announced, which in the opinion of 
the Deparument must govern the application 
of the various provisions of the new law to 
the current business at the several ports. 

% The duties upon imported merchandise 
are held to attach to the merchandise at the 
time of its arrival in a port of the United 
States. The date of arrival of merchandise 
intended for immediate transportation with- 
out appraisement will be that of its arrival in 
an exterior port of the United States. There- 
fore the assessment of duties upon goods 
which arrive on or before July 31 will be made 
on the basis of the present laws, even if entry 
ofsuch merchandise shall be deferred until 
after the 3lst day of July. 

3, Invoices authenticated before the Ist day 
of August prox. will be accepted at any time 
thereafter provided the consular certificates 
conform to the present requirements of law. 
Consular certificates after the Ist day of Aug- 
Wt must conform to the requirements of the 
actof June 10, 1890, but in view of possible 
difficulties in obtaining an immediate con- 
formity with such requirements invoices 
which are accompanied by certificates not in 
all respects in accordance with the law of 
June 10, 1890, will be regarded as informal, 
and will be accepted as »ro forma invoices, 
Under bond to produce a properly certified in- 
Voice within six months from the date of entry. 

4 Intheentry of merchandise bills of lad- 
ing drawn to the order of persons doing busi- 
ness as bankers, and indorsed by them to the 
order of the actual importers of the merchan- 
dise specified therein, will be accepted, when 
Presented by such importers, in making entry 
of said merchandise, the same as if originally 
drawn to their order. 

5. After July 31, 1890, no damage warrants 
shall be issued by collectors of customs, but 
Proceedings under warrants issued on or before 
that date will be carried on as under the pres- 
ent law, 

6. In case of protest against the action of 
tollectors or of appraisers which may be filled 
= or before the first day of August proceed- 
Rg Will be governed by the law of June 10, 


1890, even when such protest shall relate to 
merchandise which shall have arrived on or 
before July 31, 1890. But all proceedings on 
the estimate and assessment of duties upon 
such merchandise and upon the origina) ap- 
praisment and liquidation of the same shall 
conform tu the requirements of the law un- 
der which the goods were imported, Invoices 
covering goods which are in bonded ware- 
houses on Aug. 1 will not, therefore, require 
liquidation under the new law. 

7. A list will be furnished prescribing such 
fees as will be charged after Aug. 1, 1890. All 
other fees are held to be abolished under the 
new law, 

8. Attention is called to the provisions of 
section 19 of the new law, which defines the 
dutiable value of imported merchandise to 
consist of all costs and charges that attach to 
the goods in condition packed, ready for 
shipment to the United States. All such 
costs and charges which are specified in the 
invoice will, therefore, be included in deter- 
mining the value for the original estimate of 
duty. 

9. Itis the opinion of the Department that 
section 20 of the new law permits the reten- 
tion of merchandise in bonded ware!ouse for 
more than one year and not more than three 
years from date of importation without the 
imposition of the additional duty of 10 per 
cent., provided by section 2,970 of the Revised 
Statutes upon its withdrawal for consump- 
tion.

The Soda Water Apparatus Com- 
bination. 


As was announced in last week’s issue, the 
scheme whereby all the soda water appa- 
ratus interests in the United States were to 
be amalgamated into a trust and sold to 
English capitalists has fallen through, the 
broker who wag engineering the deal having 
cabled from London his failure to organize 
the necessary combination there, owing, it is 
stated, to the high price demanded by the 
sellers. 

This proposed trust was the individual 
scheme of Silas M. Stillwell, a business broker 
of New York, and he succeeded in obtaining 
an option on the plants and business interests 
of J. W. Tufts and the A. D. Puffer & Sons 
Manufacturing Company, cf Boston; John 
Mathews Company, limited, of New York, 
and Charles Lippincott & Co., of Philadelphia. 
These companies are, in the order named, the 
four largest in the business and their com- 
bined capital is about $3,000,000. The A. M. 
Green Company, of Philadelphia, was asked to 
go into the trust, but refused, and it was in- 
timated that had the Stillwell scheme suc- 
ceeded, the Greens would have increased 
their capital to $1,009,000 and prepared to 
fight the trust on its own ground, according 
to the Philadelphia Press. 

The news of the failure to induce the Eng- 
lishmen to take up the matier was not a sur- 
prise to the trade, as they had intelligence to 
that effect some days ago. In one quarter it 
was said that the telegram from Londoa was 
probably sent with the object of inducing the 
manufacturers to accept lower terms than 
those previously offered them, and that the 
Englishmen interested wanted the manufac- 
turers to accept, in consideration for their 
plants, two-thirds of the payment in stock in- 
stead of the one-third originally agreed upon.

London Notes. 
LONDON, July 7th, 1890. 

Since the beginning of the month-there has 
beén a moderate improvement in trade, but 
the increased demand for goods is not great 
enough to have any appreciable effect upon 
the tone of the market. In the drug trade 
general steadiness is the characterizing feat- 
ure. There have been very few radical 
changes in prices though the upward tenden- 
cy of silver values is likely to have a marked 
effect upon prices for East Indian and South 
Ameriean products. Opium and quinine are 
dull and the outlook for the last mentioned is 
not at all flattering. Nearly all the American 
barks and roots are depressed and in most 
cases are to be had at lower prices. Crude 
camphor has a downward tendency. Quick- 
silver is unsettled and weaker. Inthe chemi- 
cal line,business, except in caustic soda, is dull 
but prices are firm, pending the settlement of 
the scheme to form a chemical union. The 
prospects of the latter are certainly bright, 
and the general opinion now is that the union 
willina very short time, possibly within a 
fortnight, have absolute control of produc- 
tion. One of the first effects of such control 
will undoubtedly be an advance in prices all 
alony the line, as the business has long been 
extremely unprofitable because of excessive 
competition. 

Drugs.—Citric acid is held with contidence 
at ls 3d for spot and Is 234d for forward, and 
buyers are showing more interest. Our im- 
ports of lime juice, from Sicily, for the first 
six months of the year were ubout 400 pipes 
less than for the corresponding period in 1889, 
Cacao butter is bringing better prices, late 
business being at 1244@13d per pound. As 
Russia contemplates imposing a heavy cus- 
toms duty on iodine preparations, they are in 
active d ‘mand just now for Russian account. 
Cascara sagrada bark seems to be in over sup- 
ply and the market is weak and lower, 35: now 
being quoted for spot stock. Cinchona bark 
is stronger but this may be attributed, in part 


at least, to the small offerings at the 
auctions of late. Receutly published statistics 
show shipments of 2,806,953 lbs. from Ceylon 
for the period of four months ending April 30, 
compared with 3,510,992 lbs. for the same time 
in 1889 and 3,959,090 lbs. in 1888. On the contra- 
ry, statistics of exports from Java showa 
steady increase. For the ten monthsending 
April 30 the shipments were from Java 4,155,588 
lbs. against 3,713,271 lbs. in 1887-8. The bulk of 
the increase this season was from private 
plantations, the Government plantations add- 
ing only 445,940 lbs. or 277,903 lbs. less than for 
the season of 1887-8. Though the position of 
the bark seems to have been bettered some- 
what, quinine is dull and rather depressed. A 
little business was done last week at 124d, but 
there are now no buyers at that figure. It is 
possible that the auction sale of bark on the 
15th may stir up some interest in quinine, but 
such an effect would only result from a decid- 
ed improvementin bark values. Opium is in 
avery strong position here, the price of Sa- 
lonica having advanced ls. per pound within 
the week. Itis reported from Smyrna, under 
date of June Zlst that the Salonica yield will 
be about 200 cases less than last year under 
the most favorable circumstances, and in oth- 
er districts there will be more or less shrink- 
age from the original estimates. Telegrams 
were received in Smyrna from Koniah, can- 
celling orders for the sale of opium, the crop 
being jeopardized by the continued lack of 
rain. Half the total crop was in on the l0th 
ultimo. Balsams are generally neglected. I 
hear from Hamburg that arrivals of copaiba 
are quickly absorbed at good prices. There 
is also a brisk speculative movement in 
Peru inthat market, and no stock is left in 
first hands. All the roots are quict here ex- 
cept orris, all recent arrivals of the latter 
having passed into the hands of consumers. 
Senega is dujl, and buyers’ views are low. 
Holders show some disposition to meet them, 
as there isa good stock of old root, and new 
crop will soon be due. Serpenturia is not 
mentioned, and Sarsaparilla, though firm, is 
quiet. Jalap is alsodull. In Hamburg sume 
small arrivals have taken place, the stock 
finding a ready market at good prices. Only 
a few small consignments of the new crop are 
expected there this year, and higher prices 
are probable. 

Dyestuffs.—Indigo, cutch and gambier all 
rest on a steady basis. Patents have recently 
been taken out by German manufacturers for 
improvements in the treatment of alizarine 
blue, for the obtaining of new compounds 
therefrom; also for the manufacture of a 
new compound and of artificial indigo from 
phenylgicocoll. Patents were also issued to 
English makers for improvements in the 
manufacture of azo colors and improvements 
in the manufacture of ultramarine. 

As stated above, the prospects for the for- 
mation of the Chemical Union are steadily 
improving. The scheme is intended to amal- 
gamate the interests of the Le Blanc-process 
makers, but may eventually include the am- 
monia-process men. A meeting was held in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne last week, at which, it is 
understood, a number of the Tyneside works 
were offered to the promoters of the scheme. 
It is also stated that negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the Lancashire works are in pro- 
gress, and from alll can gather there will be 


very few manufacturers outside of the Union.

The London Petroleum Association. 

The following is the report of the twenty- 
fourth year’s proceedings: 

During the past year the council have de- 
voted further attention to the subject of pe- 
troleum legislation, especially in connection 
with the proposed schedule of distances and 
quantities and specification of tanks; anda 
Board of Trade inquiry having been institut- 
ed on railway rates, Mr. Mordaunt was elected 
to represent this association on the Mansion 
House Committee of the United Association 
for considering the question of railway rates. 
In order to extend the scope and usefulness 
of the association, the council have added two 
new by-laws relating to the examination of 
petroleum and its products, other than burn- 
ing oil,and have purchased a photometer of 
the latest design for tuking the illuminating 
power of petroleum lamps and gas enriched 
by meansof petroleum vapor. They have also 
procured a press of the latest pattern for the 
determination of oil in paraffin scale. A disas- 
trous fire and explosion having occurred at 
Antwerp. the conncil directed the secretary 
to proceed to the scene of the catastrophe 
and to report thereon. The conclusion he 
came to, after exhaustive inquiry on the spot, 
is: “That the storage of petroleum is in no re- 
spect more dangerous than the storage of any 
other combustible merchandise, and in some 
important respects it is absolutely safer.” 
Experiments during the year have shown that 
the parcels of “Tea Rose’’ tested by the asso- 
ciation contain no prime white, as compared 
with twenty-four parcels in the last annual 
report. The council have also altered the 
American form of cuntract from barrels aver- 
aging 320 Ibs. net to 828 lbs. net each, and the 
quality of Russian oil from standard white to 
prime white. With a view of improving the 
future of the oil trade, and in order to dis- 
courage any great monopoly opposing its best 
interest, the council invited members to meet 
and discuss the subject: the result being that 
circulars have been issued, inviting those in- 
terested to become members of the associa- 


tion. It is to be observed that the working of 
the association for the past year has resulted 
in a loss of £327, but, taking into considera- 
tion the crisis through which the trade is 
passing, this is scarcely to be wondered at. 
The council hope, however, that an increase 
of business may be looked for in the future. 
The certificates issued during the year ending 
May 31 last represented a total of 165,279 bar- 
rels, a quantity which thus compares with the 
figures for previous years:*

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Experiments on the Preparation of 
Boiled Linseed il. 
BY FRANK H. THORP, 8. B. 

The composition and properties of the dry- 
ing oils have been but little studied. Abcut 
twenty-five years ago, Mulder* took up this 
subject and published his observations. With- 
in the last few years other chemists have in- 
vestigated the subject, but the particular 
changes which take place in the so-called 
“boiling” of linseed oil have received little 
attention. 

The drying of this oil is due t. its oxida 
tion, and the oxidation is greatly bastened by 
the “boiling.” The drier, or suvstance added 
to the raw oil, partially oxidizes the oil dur 
ing the boiling, and when a thin layer of the 
boiled oil is exposed to the air it rapidly 
hardens owing to the furt er oxidation of the 
oil. The arier dissolved in the oil acts, per- 
haps. asa carrier of oxygen from the air t» 
the oii. 

Tve driers most commonly us-d are litharge, 
Ppyroiusite, borate of manganese and zinc 
white. Recently the oxalute of mangune-re 
has been proposed for this purpose.t 

According to Mulder, sume of tbe linoleic 
acid is converted to linoleic anhydride during 
the boiling. This anhydride is a tough, elas- 
tic body. At the same time, some of the 
metal of the drier furms a salt with the re- 
mainder of the acid, and this salt gives hurd- 
ness to the vurnish. 

Hazura and Bauer¢ find that the rate of ox- 
idation, and consequent hardening of the oil, 
depends on the ratio of linoeic and linolenic 
acids present. 

When linseed oil is oxidized, it undergoes 
very marked changes in its physical prover- 
ties; the color becomes darker, the oil be- 
comes more viscid, and there is an increase in 
weight, sometimes equaling eight per cent. 
Some carbon and hydrogen are also driven 
off. These changes occur also during the pro- 
cess of “boiling.” According to Cloetz.! the 
carbon and byurogen eliminated do not *ll 
pass Off as carbonic acid and water, but partly 
as an irritating vapor resembling acrouein. 
He hus shown that | he glycery! is destroyed. 

A goud varnish must be thin enough tu ap- 
ply with the brusb, must dry without crack- 
ing and with rapidity, and give a clear, color- 
less film, which should be somewhat flexible. 
Oil varnishes give tougher films than volatile 
varnishes, 

PREPARATION OF BOILED OILS. 

The oil used was a very light yellow cold 
pressed, raw, Calcutta linseed oil. The same 
quantity of oil, 50 c.c., was used in each ex- 
periment uniees otberwise noted. The weight 
of 5U c.c. of this oil was found to be 4:°7 
grams. The quantity of drier used in each 
Case was noted. 

The general process of boiling in each case 
was as follows: 


The measured oil was beated in glass 
beakers of abvut 15u c. c. capacity, which 
were setin a pan of fine sard as closely as 
they would stand without touching. The 
sand bath was heated by gas burners beneath. 
Thus trum fuur to six beakers were heated at 
one time. By the use of a sand batb, the 
temperature of the oil could be regulated 
better than by direct heating, and the danger 
of the taking fire of the oil was reduced. By 
raising the saud around the beakers to about 
One- bulf the depth of tbe oil, the whole muss 
could be very evenly heated. The oil was 
frequently stirred during the heating. In the 
course of the experiments it was found that 
the size of the Leaker and the quantity of oil 
used bad a marked influence on the tempera- 
ture. With a beaker of 250 c,c. capacity and 
containing 100 c.c. of oil, the temperature was 
found to be about 3° bighber than ina beaker 
of 150 c.c. capacity containing 5U c.c. of oil, 
under similar conditions, The temperature in 
the larger beaker wus also mucb more even. 

As the presence of smal! quantities of water 
in the dryers caused violent ebui ition and 
frothing when they were added to the hot oil. 
lu those cuses where the drier was added to 
the cold oil and slowly heated with the oil, it 
wus seldom dried,as all water escaped before 
the oil was hot erough to froth or spatter. 
But salts with “water of crystallization” al- 
Ways, cuused some disturbance, since this 
water does not escape until the temperature 
is quite high. With clear raw oil there is no 
ebullition until a very bigh temperature is 
reached. At 22U° smali bubbles begin to show 
around the edge of the oil surface, und white 
irritating vapors of very disagreeable odor 
begin to come off. But active boiling of the 
oil does not take place under 36U°, which was 
as hot as these oils were in any case heated. In 
general, the best results were obtained with 
temperatures petween 230° and 275°, 

LEAD SALTS 

Litharge.—Six experimeuts were made with 
quantities of lithurge, varying from ove half 
of one per cent. to two per cent, of the weight 
of the oil, and temperatures varying from 
22u° to 30. Two of these experiments yielded 
fairly .good boiled oils. The first was 
made with one per cent of litharge and at a 
teu, perature of 250° for two and one-quarter 
hours; the second, with about two per cent.

of litharge and at a temperature of 220° for 
One and a bal: bours. The remaining four ex- 
periments did not give good boiled oils. 


Lead Peroxide.—One experiment only was 
made, at a temperature of 220°. but the result- 
ing vil was worthless on account of its ex- 
ceedingly dark color. 

Red Lead.—Two experiments, at tempera- 
tures from 220. to 285°, gave unfavorable re- 
sults, 

Lead Carbonate.—Three experiments, with 
about one per cent, of carbonate in each, and 
temperatures trom 225° to 250°, were made, 
One, in which the temperature was kept at 
220° for two hours, gavea fairly good boiled 
oul; the others were worthless. 

Lead Nitrate.—One experiment, with two 
and one-half per cent. of nitrate aud a tem- 
perature of 250°, resulted in a worthless muss 
of tar. 

Lead Sulphate.—One experiment, with about 
two and one-haif per cent. of sulphate anda 
temperature raised to 300 deg. for nearly two 
bours, produced a very thin, turbid vil, of no 
value. The sulphate did not decompose, even 
at this high temperature. 

Lead Cnhloride.—Three experiments were 
mude with the chloride, the quantities used 
varying frow one to two and vne quarter per 
ven . aud the temperature from 20 deg. to3 4 
deg. The first, with two and une quarter per 
cent. of chioride aud a very high temperature 
tor one aud three quurter buurs, yielded a 
very sticky and elusticgum-like muss. In the 
Other two cases, with luwer Lemperatures, 
there appeared to be but little action on the 
oil. 

Lead Oxalate.—One experiment, with about 
two and one quarter per cent. of Oxalate and 
au temperature at one time over 3 deg., 
yielded a thin and turbid oil of no value. Ap- 
parently the salt did not decompuse. The oil 
did notdry. 

Lead Acetate.—One experiment, with three 
per cent, of acetute and a temperature of 30 
deg., gave a very dark colored oil which dried 
very slowly. 

Lead Borate.—Two experiments, with about 
two per cent of borate and temperatures of 
~20° and 80u° respectively, were made. The 
first gave a dark brown oil, and the othera 
dark reddish-brown oil. Both oils were quite 
fluid, 

Lead Tartrate.—One experiment, with about 
twoaod one-half per cent of the saitands 
temperature of 270°, was made. The tartrate 
did not decompvuse until a high temperature 
was resched, and the boi.ed vil was very durk 
colored and viscid. 


Mixtures.—-Two experiments with mixtures 
of litharge and red lead were made, Two per 
cent of each oxide was used, and the temper- 
atures kept below 25v° iu une case aud 23v° in 
tbe other. The boiled oils were quite fluid, 
but very dark colored. 


Two experiments with mixtures of litharge 
aud acetute wer mude, using two per cent of 
each and keeping the temperatures as in the 
above cases. The resuits were better with 
these, aithough tae oils were quite deeply 
culored, 

ZINC SALTS. 

Zinc Oxide.—Two experiments, with one 
aud two per cent of oxide respectively, and 
the temperature at 200°, were mude; bota 
gave turbid vils which did not ciarify satis- 
fuctorily. The colors were light brown. These 
oils dried very siowly. 

Zioc Sulpnate.—Two experiments were made 
with this sult, using nearly four per cent in 
One case and three per centin the other. In 
the latter vase the suiphate was added to the 
cold oil and heated with it. The temperature 
in this case was raised to 285°. The oil was 
poor. In the former case the temperature 
was kept below 23°. The vil was light red in 
color, aud the sulphate appeared to have very 
little action. 

Zinc Carbonate.—One experiment, with 
three per cent of the salt and a temperature 
of not over 230°, gave a pour result. It was, 
in fact, much ike the oxide. 

Zinc Acetate.—Two experiments, with two 
and four per cent. of acetate and temp ra- 
tures between 285° and 260°, gave red oils, 
which were clear and fluid, but slow drying. 

Zine Chloride.—One experiment with this 
salt resulted very similarly to the first lead 
chliorice experiment. A semi-solid mass was 
furmed. 

Zinc Borate.—Three experiments, with two 
per cent. of the salt and a temperature not 
over 24u°, gave fluid dark red oils, which dried 
slowly. 

Zinc Oxalate.—One experimont showed that 
the oxalate did not act on the oil after pro- 
Jonged heating at 26U°; on raising the temper- 
ture to 3uv°, the oil was converted into a muss 
of tar. 

Zinc Citrate.—One experiment, with three 
per cent, of the salt and the temperature at 
28u°, gave a fairly good, clear oil, which dried 
rather more rapidly than the oils prepared 
with the other zinc salts, 

Zinc Tartrate.—One experiment, with three 
per cent. of the salt and a temperature ot 3 0° 
was mude, but the salt appeured to have very 
little action upon the oil. 


MANGANESE SALTS. 
Manganese Binoxide.—Oue ex periment, with 
one per cent. of the oxide and a temperature

not over 220°, gave a very dark colored boiled 
oil. 

Manganese Carbonate.—One experiment 
with this salt, at a temperature not over 250°, 
gave a reddish-brown boiled oil, much like the 
best oils obtained with litharge. 


Manganese Acetate.—Three experiments, 
with quantities of the salt from one to two 
per cent. and temperatures from 225° to 250°, 
gave red boiled oils of varying depths of color. 
All dried quickly and were good boiled oils. 


Manganese Borate.—Two experiments, with 
one and three per cent. respectively of this 
salt aud temperatures of 230° and 220°, gave 
the best oils obtained in the entire investiga- 
tion, The boiled oils were clear, fiuid, and 
light-colored. They dried quickly and gave 
00d films. 

Manganese sulphate.—Three experiments. 
with from two to about three per ce t. of 
this salt and temperatures from 24) deg. to 800 
deg., gave varying results. At 00 deg. the 
sulphate decomposed rapidiy, and tarred the 
oil; atthe low temperatures there was less ac- 
tion, and good clear oils were obtained 


Manganese oxalate.—Five experiments,with 
from one to three per cent. of the sult and 
temperatures from 230 deg. to 315 deg.. gave 
rather unsatisfactory results. At the lower 
temperatures the oxalate did vot appear to 
decom pose, and the oils were turbid from sed- 
iment, which did not settle on long standing, 
These oils were light in color, but dried rather 
slowly. Atthe high temperature« there may 
bave been some decomposition of the salt,vut 
the oils obtained were aiso turbid, and, in one 
case, quite dark colored, 

Manganese citrate.—One experiment, with 
three per cent. of the salt and the tempera- 
ture at 230 deg., gave a very dark colored oil. 


Manganese tartrate.—T wo experiments,with 
from two to three percent. of tartrate and 
temperatures from 230 deg. to 26U deg. were 
made. The first gave a very good oil; the 
other did not, 

Manganese Formate.—Two experiments 
were made with this salt. In the first, two 
per cent, of the salt wa: used, and the oii 
converted into tar. In the second, one per 
cent. otsalt was used and the temperature 
kept below 200°, the time of heating being 
about one hour. The boiled oil obtained, 
dried very fast, but was very dark brown in 
color. Tho result was not good. 

Small pla.es of glass were used for these 
texts. These were cuated with a film of the 
oil, and were then placed in a light room to 
The temperature of the oil varied some- 
what, but wascomm nly about 7U° F’ during 
the day. Generally froma dozen to twenty 
samples were tested ata time. The films were 
coneidered to be dry when they could be 
handled without leaving finger marks vpon 
them. The plates were examined at intervals 
of several hours, and only relative results as 
to the time of drying were expected. The 
chief points looked for were the color and 
hardness of the film. The results are given in 
brief in the following table:

EXAMINATION OF THE BOILED OILS. 

The anulyses given below were made in the 
hope of throwing some light upon the rela- 
tion between the quantity of drier dissolved 
and the rate of harceniug of the oil.

In the determinations of manganese in thy 
oils, the following method was used. The gj 
was weighed and charred in an evaporato, 
It was then ignited over a Bunsen lamp unt 
ail the carbon was burned off. The residy 
was digested with dilute bydrochioric agi 
avd heated nearly to boiling, filtered, an 
neutralized with ammonia. Some ammoniuy 
chloride was then added, and then an excey 
of sodium phusphate. The precipitate wy 
filtered off, dissolved in hydrochloric Acid, 
avoiding an exvess of acid, and the solutio, 
heated to boiling. 

Ammonia was then slowly added to th 
boiling solution until a large excess was pre 
ent. The precipitate was boiled, without {j. 
tering. for ten minutes, to Convert the pho. 
phate of manganese toa scaly form, and wy 
kept hot for about one hour longer. It wa 
then filtered off, washed with dilute ammo. 
Dia, ignited to the pyrophosphate and weighed, 
The following results were obtained;

From the drying tests it will be seen that 
that the first and fourth oils above analyze 
dried very slowly, while the last one, with 
about the same quantity of manganese, dried 
in about one-half the time required for the 
first and fourth. 

CONCLUSIONS. 


Lead driers always give the oil a deep color, | 
which shows more or less in the film. 


Zine driers do not appear to act on the oil 
to any great degree, as oils thus prepared dry 
siowly and do not give very hard fi.ms. 


Manganese driers give the "est resuits in all 
respects, Litburge gives the best results of 
the lead driers, the oil being quick drying and 
the film hard, and, if not overheated, th: dil 
is but moderately colored. Of the zinc sult 
the acetate seemed to wive the best result, 
although the borate and citrate were nearly 
as good. The borate and acetate of mungi- 
nese gave the best results obtained. The 
acetate requires careful use, for, if heated 
much above 23v°, it gives a deep color to the 
oll, owing apparently tu the formation of tar. 
The borate undoubtedly gives the best boiled 
oil for all purposes. 

The oxalate is difficult to decompose, 
or at least has little or no _ actioo 
on the oil until a very high tempers 
ture is reached, In two experiments the 
quantities of borate and oxalate used and the 
temperature of each were nearly the sam’, 
but the bo ate gave a good oil, while th 
oxalate did not. 

The chloride, nitrates, and sulphates do not 
make good driers. The first two have 100 
violent anaction on the oil, while the Jast ar 
very difficult te decompose, requiring a high 
temperature, 

There appears to be no advantage in the 
use of formates, citrates, or tart:ates. The 
first two are apt to produce much tar, and the 
last are diffi: ult to decompose, 

No very detinate conclusions can be drawl 
as to the relution between the quantity of 
drier dissolved and the rate of drying of the 
oil. From the few analyses made there would 
appear to be some relation here: but in two 
cases, lead borate and manganese tartrate, 
exceptions were found. The lead borate gave 
an oil drying much more slowly than was to 
be expected, while the manganese tartrate oil 
dried with comparative rapidity. The qual 
tity of manganese dissolved appears to be 
much less than the quantity of lead taket 
from lead dryers. Two-tenths of one per cent. 
of manganese appears to give a good drying 
while about one per cent, of lead occursil 
the best drying oils.—Scientific American.

can gather froma careful inspection of the 
idea of the methods 
works no _ vis- 


work is a general 
employed. At some 
itor is ever admitted upon any con 
ditions. Brunner, Mond & Co., referred to in 


the subjoined report by Mr. Hammiil, con- 


gular agent of the United States at St, Helens, 


although using processes that have beenpat- 


ented, and thus accessible to the public, have 


added feature of their own that no amount of 


money could pnrchase. And so it is with 


most manufacturers. Each iu their own way, 


by careful and costly experiment, will im- 


prove and cheapen both his process and his 
product. It is evident, then, that the erec- 


tion and successiul operations of a suitable 


plant for the manufacture of these articles 


could ha.dly be possible without the con- 
scientious aid from the very start of men 
already thoroughly equipped in all the de- 
tails of the work of a complete establishment. 

After some days spent at several of the 
largest works, by permission of the proprie- 
tors, witnessing at all stages the operation o! 
the various processes, the following report 
has been prepared* 

SODA ASH. 

The manufacture of soda ash, as carried on 
in this vicinity, necessitates an abundant and 
readily accessible supply of common salt, ot 
limestone or of chalk, and of fuel, preferably 
coa!; also a considerable supply of sulphuric 
acid, which is easily procured from iron py- 
ritesand copper pyrites, 

It may be assumed that ipa locality where 
the above-mentioned mineral products van 
be procurcd chiefly and ia sufficient quan- 
tities and where adequate muchinery and 
labor are to be had, there, under the super- 
vision of intel'igent and experienced foremen, 
soda ash can be manulactured with profit, 
without regard to the various side products 
that ure evolved in the process. However, iv 
this country the manufrecturer of soda asb 
does not confine himself to that product 
alone, but by judiciously avuiling him- 
self of the rich chemical compounds which 
are wasted, in so far as the mauking o1 
soda ash per se is concerned, increases consiv- 
erably the percentage of profit, althuugh it is 
obvious that the manipulation of these wastes 
calls for a more extensive plant, a larger force 
of workmen, a greater variety ot macbinery 
and apparatus, a far broader knowledge ot 
chemical processes. 

To make clearer the intimate relation which 
exists between the products, and the great 
importance of carrying on their manufactur 
side by side, it will be well to follow briefly 
tne process by which soda ash is made ready 
for the market, in order to consider sepa- 
rately and in their proper order the side pr- 
ducts, and to reserve for further pages the 
quantitative details of their manufacture. 

A quanti y of commun salt is placed in an 
iron pan and suipburic acid is run upon it; 
heat is then applied below. This decomposi- 
tion results in the formation of sodium- 
hydrogen-sulpbate, with which the process of 
soda ash making continues. But hydrochloric 
acid gas is also formed in accordance with the 
equation: NaCl (salt) + HesO, (suiphuric 
acid) = NaHSO, (sodium, hydrogen, sulphate) 
+ HC) (bydrochioric acid). This hydrochloric 
acid is @ noxious gas and is so injurious to 
health, and especially to vegetation, that in 
the neighborhood of cities manufacturers are 
prohibited from allowing it to escape into the 
air in large quantities.t 

In this vicinity the quantity is very strictly 
limited, and an inspector makes frequent 
visits to the chemical works for the purpose 

of testing a sample of the sm ke and vapor 
issuing from the chimneys. This smoke may 
‘contain one-fifth of a grain of ac.d to the 
cubic foot, but if the weight exceeds this, the 
manufacturer is liable to heavy penalties, 
The great vigilance exercised by the authori- 
ties in this matter has, no doubt, stimulated 
the chemists to devise means for utilizing the 
acid to the b studvantage. Unader the pres-

ent system of chemical manufactures the 
commercial success of the works depends 
largely ou this hydrochloric acid, because of 
the value of the chlorine in it. Therefore, 
the decomposing pan is under cover, and the 
bydrochloric acid fumes are cullected and 
condensed in @ mianner to be described later 
ou. This condensed hydrcchloric acid is util- 
ized in the manufacture of chlorate of potash 
and bleaching powder, and is therefore an 
important side product in the making of soda 
ash. 

Now, to return to the sodium-hydrogen- 
sulphate: This, with a little salt remaining in 
the pan from the incomplete decomposition 
by the sulphuric acid is raked out and 
roasted in a furnace, thus completing the de- 
composition and securing sodium sulphate, 
known commercially as sailtcake. Here more 
hydrvchloric acid is given off, and this is 
ultimately combined with that freed in the 
decomposing pan. The sultcake is coarsely 
powdered, mixed witn crushed coal and 
either limestone or chalk, and the mixture 
is tused in a huge iron drum, lined 
with fire clay. After being thus fused (an 
Operation requiring four hours or more), the 
molten mass is run out into iron tanks, called 
*“pogies,” each holding ubout a tun, and 
mounted, for convenience, on wheels. In 
these it is alllowed tocol and solidify, form- 
ing what is called “black ash,” a very bard, 
porous substance of a dark color. When quite 
cold the lumps of black ash are knocked out 
of the iron bugies, broken into pieces of the 
size of one’s fist, and thrown into tanks of 
water, The water passing from tank to tank 
dissolves most of the soluble soda compounds 
(chiefly carbonate of soda), leaving calcium 
oxysuiphide as “vat waste,”” another import- 
ant side product, Lecause of the sulphur 
it contains. Until recently it was neg- 
lected, but the Chance’ process. has 
lately been perfeeted, whereby the sulphur 
muy be profi:ably extracted, and this is now 
largely used (vide infra). The liquid contain- 
ing the carbonate of soda is next evaporated 
vy beat in large iron pots,and when most of 
the water has been driven off the crude car- 
vouate of soda, called “black salts,” remains. 
Uhese saits are then calcined in a reverbera- 
tory furnace, and this completes the process, 
the product being t .e soda-ash of commerce. 

In thus following the main points in the 
process of manufacturivg soda ash the char- 
ucter of the two principal side products be- 
comes known, and the importance of saviug 
and refining them, if the manufacture is to 
ve curried on in a thorough manner, is at once 
uppareut. 


To recapitulate, the hydrochloric acid 
evoived from tne decomposition of salt by 
sulphuric acid must be consumed, as it is too 


«urrosive to be allowed to escupe, and should 


ve utilized (on account of the valuable chlor- 
ine contained therein) in the muuufacture of 
vieaching-powder and chiorate of potash. 
Again, the sodium sulphide left from the lJixi- 
viation of the black ash is rich in sulphur, 
whico should be secured and refined. 


In the manufacture of the sulpburic acid 
pyrites are used, and the metal contained in 
them is sometimes too valuavie to be Wasted. 
[a this neighborhood, however, where copper 
pyrites are used, the chemical manufacturer 
generally ptys only the worth of the sulphur 
iu them, and when he has extracted this turns 
vver tbe copper ore to the smelter for a rea- 
sonavie price. It is perfectly obvious that if 
the plantis to be quite complete in itself 
there must also be copper smelting furnaces 
for securing the copper in the pyrites, and 
turge Chemical works in this vicinity du so use 
the pyrites, vut geverally, us already slated, 
the mauufacturer is Coutent to sell the cop- 
per ore to the smelter. This is ieasible if the 
smelting works are situated convenieutiy 
near, and the smelter is wiiliug to pay well 
tor the roasted ore, because the process of ex- 
tracting the sulphur compounds through 
which it bas passed frees him :.rom the neces- 
sity of disposing of those compounds. 

Then, again, in the manufacture of chlorate 
of p*tash it is necessary to get the chlorine 
from the hydrochioric acid by using binoxide 
of manganese, and, as this is somewhat ex- 
pensive, it 1s best to use it over and over 
aguin, and apparatus should be at hand to re- 
cover it from its combination with the chior- 
ine, thatis, from manganese chloride. The 
method of recovering it is knowa us the Wel- 
dun process, which will be described here- 
after. 

These and other considerations which will 
appearin the following pages of this report 
muke a large and varied plant almost indis- 
pensabie, and, of course, render it impossible 
to trcat lucidly of soda ash without frequent 
reference to these other products so Closely 
allied thereto. 

In the foregoi g it has been assumed that 
the salt is tu be decomposed by the action of 
sulpburic acid and that the acid is to be man- 
ufactured On the premises from pyrites. The 
plan by which the salt is to be treated is in- 
cluded in the Leblanc process for making soda 
ash. In this process 3U per cent. of the chlo- 
rine contained in the liberated hydrochloric 
acid Cun be utilized inthe manufactures men- 
tioued, viz., chlorate of potash and bleaching 
powder, But there is in use in England an- 
other process, called the Solvay,in which brine 
is pumped from the natural wells and decom- 
posed by ammonia and other gases, thus obvi- 





ating the necessity for sulphuric acid. How- 


ever, in this Solvay process it is practically 


impossible to obtain the chlorine which is, as 
just stated, utilized in the Leblanc process as 
an important side product; and, moreover, 
the Solvay is best suited to those localities 
where natural brine is found. Then, again, 
the Solvay process, though patented many 
years ago, possesses, as carried on at present, 
certain features essential to its success which 
are kept secret, and it is therefore useless to 
give the few ste s of the process that are 
open to inspection, (Some of the Solvay pat- 
ent specifications accompany this report, 
marked **A,”’ *B,” “C.’"*) 


The first desideratum in the Leblanc process 
is plenty of sulphuric aaid, and I will briefly 
describe the method whereby it is obtained.+ 

Dr. Roebuck, of Birmingham, in the middle 
of the last century, laid the foundation of the 
present system of manufscturing sulphuric 
acid. Copper pyrites (a cuproso-ferric sulph- 
ide) is roasted in asuitable furnace. Having 
broken the pyrites to the proper size, either 
by hand or by machine, to lumps of about 
the size of a hen’s egg, they are shoveled into 
the furnaces. What powder and small bits of 
ore (called “‘smalls”) are left should be care- 
fully sifted out, less the process of burning be 
interfered with by the clogging of the draft. 
If itis desired to save these smalls, they may 
be treated afterwards by a separate precess. 
The burning lasts for about eight hours, and 
the exhausted ore is raked down and out 
through the grate. Of course, in starting a 
furnace (or burner) it is necessary to ignite 
the ore by coul or wooa, First, on the grate 
is placed a quantity of ore (old ore that has 
once been burnt will do as well for start- 
ing the furnace), then a’ layer of fuel; 
this is now ignited, and when the mags has be- 
come red hot the fuel is raked off, leaving a 
bed of purning ore, and green ore 1s shoveled 
in on this. The fire is kept up incessantly day 
and night, fresh ore being added every few 
hours, until itis necessary to cool down tor 
repairs. During holidays it is necessary only 
to put in the dampers and close all openings, 
The burner may thus be made to keep its 
heat twenty-four hours, sufficiently to ignite 
the fresh charge introduced at the end of that 
time. 

Much depends on the skill and care of the 
burner men. If these do not work up the ore 
through the door-way with strong pokers; if 
they do not charge it equal'y all ovyer,slanting 
about two inches toward the door from the 
back and sides, if they shake the grates un- 
equally, so that the ore comes down more 
quickly in one p/ace than another; if the ore 
is putin in too large pieces, etc., no proper 
burning can be expected. * * * If a py- 
rites buroer is working properly. it wil, if 
touched outside, be so hot in its upper part 
that the hand can not be borne upon it: fur- 
ther down it must be cooler, and immediately 
ahove the grate it ought to be cold, or, at 
most, hand warm. This is one of the most 
important practical signs of the proper work- 
ing of the burner. 

In these burners sulphur di xide is formea, 
but not always completely, some of the vapor 
not being suffiviently oxidised, For this reason 
the vapor is sometimes passed into a combus- 
tion oven, where fresh air is admitted, com- 
pleting the oxidization; but, if the air and the 
burners ure carcfully regulated, the combus- 
tion oven should be unnecessary. Now sev- 
eral pots, each containing 8 to 12 pounds of 
Chili saltpeter, are placed in the fiues, 
through which the vapor passes and is mixed 
with the nitrous fumes arising frum the salt- 
peter; this completes the reaction. I. this 
condition the vapor passes into a leaden 
chamber, which (although different manufac- 
turers bave different sizes) is alwuys very 
large, sowetimes 120 feet long, 26 feet wide, 
and 20 feet hight It is necessary that this 
vapor be allowed to deposit the dust aud im- 
purities (chiefly arsenic) contained in it be 
fore it enters the chamber. This may be ac- 
complished by making the passageto the 
chamber of great length, Here prevention is 
far better thun cure, and in the best works 
the gas emerges from the pyrites burnersina 
very cleau state, because the excellent con- 
struction of the furnaces allows of perfect 
and speedy combustion. Again, the gas must 
be allowed to cool. If the flue leading to the 
chambers be of great length, say 300 feet, no

+I1t was stated ina report on the Commercial 
Exposition at Philadelpbia th.t ail the sulph- 
uric acid wade in the United States was made 
from brimstone, and that, although there ex- 
isted enurmous beds of rich copper pyrites in 
Vermout, Virgiuia, ‘enuessee, Missvuri, and 
around Lake Superior, th: y were too far trom 
the mauufacturing ceuters to be utilized, 
However, to-day the aspect of the case is dif 
terent. Faci.ities for transportation are much 
imprvuved, aud it is to be suppused thal these 
native pyrites can be used with far more econ- 
omy than the brimstoue wuich bss to be im- 
purted tor the must part trom Sicily. The 
fuct that brimstone is but littie used for ob- 
taining sulphur and sulpburic acid isshown 
by the fact that so far back as 1ls67, out ofa 
total of 160,000 tons Of su.phur in that year, 
only avout 15,0u0 tons were made from vrim- 
store, the rest (145,0U0 tons) baving been made 
trom pyrites, of which mineral 875,v0U tons 
were Used io the process, . 

The production of sulphuric acid from 
brimstone oeed not be desvrived here, because 
its manufacture from that source is already 
pretty well kuown in the Uuited States, aud 
because in alkali works it is far better to get 
it trom pyrites. 

+Tne method of supporting the leaden walls 
is identical with that applied to the bieaching 
powder chambers to be described later on, 


care need be taken to insure the cooling of 
the gas, but a better way is to have a shorter 
passage and submerge the pipes in cold water. 
As to the action of the sulphuric acid on the 
lead of which the chambers are made, it may 
be said that in time the acid destroys the lead,

CHICAGO LETTER. 
[special correspondence of the UIL, PAINT 
AND DRUG REPORTER.] 

CHICAGO, July 19, 1890. 


The demand for linseed oil as reported by 
crushers and brokers continues good for the 
season. While on the whole, it cannot be said 
to be equal to that of last week the total 
movement contrasts favorably with that of 
the corresponding week of 1889. The inquiry 
seems to be failry well distributed among all 
classes of buyers who crdinarily find it neces- 
sary to supply their wants at this time of 
year. 

Chicago prices are unchanged.60 cents being 
still quoted for car lots of raw oil. So far as 
can be learned there seems to be no oil offer- 
ing in this market at any lower rates,although 
there are still rumors current of some un- 
settlement of values at points more or less 
remote. The only derangement of prices 
which interests the local trade, however, is 
that which is understcod to have occurred in 
New York. It is rumored here-—and the re- 
port seems to have emanated from good au- 
thority—that the western combination would 
not indignantly spurn an offer of 58 cents in 
Pennsylvania and 57% cents at the eastern 
termicus of the trunk lines which connect 
the lakes and the seaboard. Western buyers 
are not pleased with such a state of affafrs. 
The normal! difference in linseed oil between 
Chicago and New York,as every one knows, 
is fully two cents in favor of the former;and it 
is not easy to see why local consumers should 
be compelled to pay 69 cents here for goods 
which the manufacturers can afford to ship 
some 1,200 milesand market at 24% cents less, 

It is idle, however, to attempt to talk in 
this way to the representatives of the 
combination. At the bottom of the 
whole difference lies the time-honored 
antagonism between the west and the east. 
The probability is that not much Chicago oil 
is going into New York; nevertheless tnere 
exist tanks trom which the Western combina- 
tion can draw oil which can be put downin 
New York at prices which can be made satis- 
factory to buyers. 


Western crushers seem to havea fight on 
their hands with their Eastern brethren, aud 
itis certain that they lack neither “muscle” 
nor “sinews’’’ The producers seem to be an- 
tagonizing consumers, but their indifference 
to that point approaches th:sublime. What 
is going to be the result? The “Company’’— 
not to say ““Trust’’—controls the output; the 
consumers pay the prices which it exacts,and a 
wide spread feeling of dissatisfaction prevails. 
The field is wide open and the new independ- 
ent mills will find a large “clientage.” What 
the issue will be one can hardly forecast. 
That there will bea fight seems inevitable. 
For a time at least there will be an open mar- 
ket; linseed oil is destined to decline, but what 
the result of the whole conflict will be no one 
can tell. 

As regards linseed oil cake there is little to 
be said. The market remains in substantially 
the same condition as that which has pre- 
vailed for two weeks last passed. Brokers re- 
port Englisb buyersas being arther anxious 
putative purchasers, but the tangible result 
hardly justifies their assertions. The truth of 
the mutter is that there is scarcely a ton of 
cake in sight in the West, while there exists a 
fairly active inquiry from English buyers. 
The ultimate consequence is very easily seen. 
There is no cake in sight, nor do producers 
feel inclined to sell futures.

predicted a large crop. Estimates ran all the 
way from 10,070,000 to 12,000,000 bushels. How 
far the estimate may have been exeggerated 
it is hard to say. Practically speaking, it 
seems safe to allege that the yield has been 
about 9,500,000 busheis. 

There exists an idea among buyers generally 
that the market has been manipulated all 
through the year by a syndicate whose suund 
judgement has been equaled only by its 
avarice. In other words the late “ Trust” to 
which the * Company ” has succeeded is popu- 
larly credited with the intention to control 
the market on seed and is generally believed 
to have been at the bottom of every fluctua- 
tion in prices which has occurred outside of 
those whicb have naturally r. sulted from the 
operation of the ordinary laws of supply and 
demand. 

The receipts of seed in 188-90 were 4,785,687, 
in comparison with 5,025,226 in 1888-9 and 6,090,- 
884 in 1887-8. Shipments for the first period 
named, were 4,503,145, for the year previous, 
3,326,150 and for 1887-8 the shipments were 
4,086,514.

tendency toward lower prices at Rotterdam, 
which market has, for along time, constituted 
the objective point for local melters. At the 
opening of the week some extra grades were 
offered at about a florin lower than the clos- 
ing quotations of last Saturday. Buyers, 
however, were conspicuous mainly by their 
absence. Laterin the week the same goods 
were offered at a higher price, and the mar- 
ket may be said to have closed at pretty near- 
ly the same figures as ruled last Saturday. 
It seems to be a question here just what pro- 
ducers will do. Mail advices from Holland are 
to the effect that grass is plentiful and that 
farmers have more cattle than ever before, 
and consequently more butter. A private 
cablegram from England, received here to- 
day, reads as follows: ‘*Margarine is destitute 
of animation, but nominal prices are un- 
changed.” Naturally enough the Dutch mar- 
ket closed to-day quiet, but nevertheless de- 
cidedly steady. Conservative observers ab- 
solutely decline to predict the future course 
of the market. The table given below speaks 
for itself:

PAINTS. 


The past week has been just about as quiet a 
one in the paint trade as we ordinarily see in 
Chicago at this season ofthe year. Corroders 
report a very quiet market on white lead. In 
fact, it may be qucstioned whether producers 
are doing as much business as they might be 
justly entitled to in view of all the circum- 
stances attending the existing situation. 

Dry colors show no change. Thx market is 
entirely void of interest in thisregaad. As to 
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quicksilver vermilion it seems to have sunk 
altogether out of sight. 

Mixed paints are steady and in fairly good 
request, the demand being on the whole ex- 
traordinarily good forthe seasons. As regards 
prices there cannot be said to have been any 
change, manufacturers seeming to adhere to 
their agreement with what might be said to be 
scrupulous punctiliousness. 

An important corporation is reported to 
have been formed tbis week, namely: Mine- 
heart-McAuley Paint Company, at Chicago, 
to manufactureand deal in paints, oils, etc.; 
capital stozk, $25,000; incorporators L. T. 
Mineheart, C. T. Goodrow and E. C. Ferguson. 
Rumor has it that a gentleman long and fa- 
vorably known to the local paint trade is in- 
terested in this new venture. 

DRUGS. 

The week just closed has been, on the whole, 
rather a satisfactory one to jobbers, althougb 
by no means phenomenally active. 

As regards opium, the general feeling is 
rather firmer. In a small way, jobbers are 
obtaining $460 for the gum, with powdered 
opium selling at proportionately higher prices 

Quinine is rather firmly held by manufac- 
turers’ agents, as also by jobbers. The latter, 
however, are decidedly more exacting with 
their customers than are wholesalers with 
them. Prices in this market cannot be said 
to have undergone any change during the 
week. 

The general list is firm to steady. Nitrate ot 
silver is exceedingly firm, in a jobbing way, 
at $115C per pound, in ounce packages. No 
little interest is taken in ammonia, which is 
exceedingly strong at combination prices, 


Representatives of concerns outside of the 
pool are offering anhydrous crystals ata slight 
concession from combination prices; but, 
taking the situation altogether, ammonia is 
very firm, ana outsiders are endeavoring to 
market their goods at pool rates,

Pig lead remains very firm at 4 50c but in the 
absence of important offerings, business is 
restricted. Consumers have shown more dis- 
position to take hold but have been unable to 
obtain the stock. There is little or no specu- 
Jative interest, Messrs. Everett & Post write 
us from Chicago on the 19th inst; “The mar- 
xet has continued quite steady, the changes 
in prices being only trifling. Sales during the 
week will not foot up over 300 tons, mostly 
chemical lead. The supply of spot lead is 
limited, though August can be bought at the 
close for 4 45c; 4 40c 's bid. Chemical lead has 
been offered in St. Louis at 4 40c but the’ price 
brings out no buyers, though 4 35c is freely 
bid. Desilverized is nearly as scarce as at 
other centers and is held at 4 40c and 4 45c.”

American kinds show no 
change from a week ago, being in fair request 
at former figures. 

Orange Mineral—Stocks of this article are 
ample for all requirements, the business cn 
band not being out of the ordinary. Values 
have been nominally unaltered. 

Red Lead and Litharge—Dealers report the 
demand as fair, the same comparing favor- 
ably with other seasons. No large parcels 
have changed hands, the business being job- 
bing in character and transpiring at our pre- 
viously reported schedule rates. 

Quicksilver vermilion has been moderately 
active, the orders being for jobbing parcels 
entirely. Values, which are ruling with 
steadiness, shows no change from a week ago. 

Cobalt oxide continues to be delivered on 
contract in the usual manner and the market 
has been wholly without feature. 

Carmine show no change from a week ago. 
Dea'ers have supplied the small jobbing wants 
of buyers without comment and at unchanged 
figures, all the makers quoting one price. 

BLUES. 

There has been little new business doing in 
the market for blue pigments, but a majority 
of the makers are still supplying goods on old 
orders for the prussiate blues, being behind in 
their deliveries. The market evidencesa steady 
tone, in consequence of the continued ex- 
treme figures asked for the raw material, but 
no further changes in prices have been 
effected during the week. 


SREENS. 

Green pigments have been without special 
feature, and the amount changing bands has 
not been large, trading being confined to 
small jobbing proportions. Values are un- 
altered. Paris has been rather quiet, although 
at the beginning of the present calendar wet k 
advices were received reporting the appear- 
ance of the worm at the South, and new 
orders for noderate quantities accompanied 
the letters. Beyond this,there has been notl - 
ing of special interest transpiring. 


Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of Barytes—Nothing of any mo 
ment has been doing in the way of trading, 
the market having been quiet. Rather more 
inquiry may be noted for the off color grades 
but these are scarce. Prices are unchanged. 

Chalk—There has been a continued absence 
of special features and no sales are reported. 
Values are still quoted in the neighborhood 
of $1 95. 

China clay has been in fair request and the 
business from store has been considered satis- 
factcry for the season. Stocks of medium and 
low grades are scarce and while there is con- 
siderable on_the way, holders claim to have 
every reason fur believing that the demand 
will absorb all arrivals as soon as received. 

Talc.—Very little business has been ac- 
complished in this article and the supply is 
ample for all needs. It is presumed that the 
advance which will be put upon the packages 
on inland transportation, will be the means of 
advancing values fully 5%. Valuesare as yet 
unchanged. 

Terra Alba.—The market,for the moment is 
practically bare of first class goods of any 
description and higher prices are the rule. We 
understand that 9Uc. has been asked for best 
quality goods in casks and $1. per lb. in bar- 
rels to the wholesale trade. It is anticipated, 
however, that this condition of affairs is only 
a temporary feature, which will end with the

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Australian Cedar Gum. 


oem, 
J. H. MAIDEN, F.L.S., F.C.S. 

The well-known “Cedar” or “Red Cedar” of 

tH, New South Wales and Queensland is the pro- 


duce of a Cedrela, but in regard to the species 
there is a difference of opinion. Bentham (B. 
Fi., i., 887) considers it to be identical with C 
Toona, Koxb., the Indian toon tree, which 
produces ““Moulmein Cedar” and one of the 
“Chittagong woods.”” Baron von Mueller, on 
the other hand, created a new species for it (C. 
australis, F.v.M.). It is very certain the 
affinities of the two trees are very close, and 
it becomes interesting to see if examination 
ofany of their products tends to tnrow any 
light on the subject. 

The writer is not aware that the finding of 
gum on the New South Wales cedar has hith- 
erto been recorded, but a collector sent to the 
Technological Museum a small quantity re- 
cently. An old cedar-getter says that trees 
well exposed to the sun (? in unsuitable situa- 
tions) yield most gum. 

It isa very pale yellow gun, almost color- 
less, and in thin tears about an inch long. Be- 
tween the teeth it almost feels leathery. It 
swells up largely in cold water, but in the 
course of twenty-four hours it nearly wholly 
dissolv:'s, forming a solution colorless and 
faintly cloudy, like good gum arabic, and 
leaving a small percentage of metarabin. 

It is one of the gums which form a connect- 
ing link between the arabin group,—those 
gums which dissolve almost immediately in 
water, and the metarabio group—those which 
merely swell upin that liquid. It forms a 
fair mucilage, and on account of its freedom 
from color it would be a valuable commodity 
if obtainable in any quantity. An analysis 
gave the following result:

Here we have a true gum, without so much 
as a trace of resin. 

Following is the evidence the author has 
been able to collect in regard to the exuda- 
tion of the Indian tree. 

“It yields a resinous gum” (Cat. Kew Muse- 
ums). Perhaps the experiments ot von Essen- 
beck (infra) are the foundation for this state- 
ment. 

“It is called bastard cedar from an aromatic 
(sic) resin exuding from it, resembling that of 
the American cedar” (Art. Cedrela Toona in 
Surgeon-General Balfour’s *Cyclop. of India‘). 
No definite authority is given for this state- 
ment. and the writer is probably laboring 
under a misapprehension, as the name cedar 
was bestowed in reference to the wood, and 
not to any exudation. 

The experiments of Nees von Essenbeck, 
who extracted from the bark a resinous as- 


i tringent matter, and a brown astringent gum, 
do not affect the point at issue one way or the 

other, 

" “Toon-ke-gond” (C. Toona) is enumerated 

y by Dr. Wight as one of the gums of Coimba- 
tore. Yet Cooke (‘Gums and Resins of India’), 


who quotes this statement, says, “From the 

character of the timber oue might suppose it

A sample of “‘Toon-ke-gond,” the exudat‘on

Dragendorff (‘Pflanzenanalyze,’ Greenish’s 
Trans., p. 212) speaks of “the partially soluble 
gum of speciesof... .Cedrela.”’ To this speci- 
fic statement of a man who only en:ploys the 
term “gum” in its proper significance, I at- 
tach much importance. 

I consider the balance of probability to be 
largely in favor of the exudation from the 
Indian species being a gum and not a resin. 
As collateral evidence, the exudations from 
the Indian Melia Azadirachta, Linn. («another 
of the “Chittagong woods”), and the Austra- 
lian form of M. Azedarach, Linn., may be in- 
stanced together witb the spotted or leopard- 
tree gum (Flindersia macuiosa). These are 
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the only other exudations of the Meliacece re- 
corded as far as I know. I have seen and ex- 
amined them and they are true gums.— Pharm 
Journ.ana Trans.

Vegetable Olls. 
TUESDAY EVENING, July 22, 1590. 


A quiet feeling still rules the vegetable oil 
market, and although there are many rumors 
concerning prices and future prospects, pres- 
ent values remain unchanged. The volume of 
business is generally restricted at this time of 
the year, and the quiet feeling is accepted as 
a matter of course. 

Linseed oil has no indications of weakening, 
so far as vity brands are concerned, the usual 
prices of 62@64c beiug still quoted, but 
the movement is light. Out of town oil is 
offering at 59c, with the probability that 58i4c 
would buy. There are intimations that lower 
prices will rule for western oil about the time 
new seed is offering, not for the purpose of 
causing a larger movement of oil but to 
nfluence seed values. There is a iurking 
suspicion, however, that the future policy to 
be adopted will be according to the strength 
manifested by the fresh competition. The 
Knight Templar has come to hand with 387,784 
bags of calcutta linseed, and the Oswestry 
is due with 33,951 bigs. 

The cotton oil market is still in a very 
quiet position, so far as the regular consum- 
ing trade is concerned. The most important 
business forsome weeks is the reported sale 
of 5,000 bbls prime crude oil to a refining 
concern on private terms. Considerable spec- 
ulation bas been indulged in concerning this 
sale and conflicting statements have been 
made concerning it. We have been informed 
that the sale occurred over a month ago when 
the price for crude was 33c, and 
that the delivery two days ago 
caused the rumor of a fresh sale. 
It is aleo stated On good authority that the oii 
actually changed hands for the first time last 
Saturday at a shade under cur-ent value 
which was then 30cfor prime crude. It is be- 
lieved by some parties that 29@29l¢c was real- 
ized, while others place the price paid at 30c. 
The principals in the affair decline to talk 
about the matter. Another transaction con- 
sisted of 1,000 bbls off color refined oil at 30@ 
82c according to quality, for export. The in- 
quiry from abroad is said to be improving and 
other liberal orders are looked for soon. The 
quotations at the momentare steady at 82c 
for prime crude, 36c for prime summer yellow 
and 30@32c for lower grades refined. The out- 
let on domestic account is exceedingly small 
and that gives the market a dull appearance, 
No further developments have come to the 
surface in regard to the seed situation, but 
some remarks will be found on our editorial 
pages which may prove of interest to our 
readers. Our New Orleans correspondent 
wires us to-night that more harmony in seed 
matters is promised because of alliance be- 
tween the two leading corporations, who 
have presumalby come to an understanding 
on seed. The prospects are good for an early 
and large crop, with low but living prices in 
sight.

The Resin Industry in Tonkin. 


The development of the resources of Ton- 
kin is the rage in France just now acccording 
to the Chemist and Druggist and though up:o 
the present that colony has cost num ers ot 
yuluable livesand no end of money without 
having practically yielded any return what- 
ever, we still cling fondly to the hope that 
our sacrifices will soon be repaid a thousand 
fold. The Avenir du Tonkin is urging French 
capitalists to pay some attention to the man- 
ufacture of resin in the colony. Strange to 
say no mention is made in the article of the 
many highly valuable gum-resins, such as 
gamboge. which are indigeneous to the coun- 
try, but the possibilities of the exploration of 
the Tonkin pine-forests are commented upon 
in glowing terms. The pine grows almost all 
over the country, and about 35 tons of resin 
are actually produced in the province of 
Hanoi alone every year, but the natives do 
not know how totap the tree to full advan- 
tage, for whereas in the French Lands a 
twenty-five-year-old tree yields an average 
of 2 kilos. of resin per year, and goes on in- 
creasing until its sixtieth year, the animites 
only gef an average of 0'8 kiles. of resin out of 
a tree of thirty yearsol¢d, 1t is proposed to 
teach the natives the French methods of tur- 
pentine and resin collection, and, when they 
have mastered these, it is hoped that Tonkin 
will be able to beat America (uot to speak of 
France) out of the field altogether as a tur- 
pentine and resin-producing country’

Singular Location of a Petroleum 
Well. 

Good oil territory, known as such, like 
everything else of value, comes high, but in 
the immediate vicinity ot the Jobnston well, 
Chartiers, it was impossible to secure what 
would be styled regular territury at any 
price. The big well on the Johnston farm 
was a great surprise, and up went the price 
of land. One operator, after vainly trying 
to geta piece of land near the biy gusher, 
large enough to place a derrick, hit upon a 
rathernovel plan. He ¢etermined to planta 
well near the gusher and if possible help drain 
the same pool. He was influenced first by the 
prospective profit, and second by an over- 
wh iIming desire to get even with the ten- 
acious owner of the Johnston farm, 

The railroad runs withina few feet of the 
Jobnston well, through a 10 foot cut, The 
railroad company owns of course a narrow 
strip of ground on each side of its tracke, and 
the determined operator concluded to geta 

lease of some of it if possible. In this he was 
successfui, and at once commenced the erec- 
tion of aderrick. In order to get the derrick 








on the narrow strip of ground belonging to 


to the railroad company, it was necessary to 
have part of it rest on the bottom of the cut. 

The rest of the derrick was up on the natural 
levelund within a few feet of the Johnston 
well. There was no place on the same side of the 
track and belonging to the railroad company 
large enough to place the engine, so the jatter 

was placed on the railroad company’s strip on 
the opposite side,a bridge over the tracks and 
cut connecting the engine and derrick. The 
operator could get no water for the engine 
from the source of supply belonging to the 
jealous operators about him, so he brought it 
a distance of 15,000 feet from the creek 
through 

track. 

The well so strangely located, and being 
drilled under such unfavorable circumstances, 
is going duwn, and there is scarcely room for 
doubt that it will be a good producer, When 
it comes in, when the gus commences to blow, 
and the oil to spurt, it will be necessary either

The market during the past week has been 
in condition more lively and somewhat inter- 
esting.

The market is 
really iu a very firm condition, with a good 
demand for all kinds of certiticates. $124 was 
bid for small lots of Oil Springs crude yester- 
day, and $1 25 for round lots of one thousand 
barrels or over, but wus refused, one cent 
higher all round being asked for these com- 
modities. Taken altogether, though, we do 
dot look foravery marked rise in the price 
during the balance of the present munth, The 
fall demund is hardly yet at hand. 

Owing, possibly, to the unsettled condition 
of crude affuirs, the refiners are muking no 
stock purchases and are also slow in quoting 
prices of refined to inquirers. Although a 
slight rise haus occurred during the past few 
days, the dealers do not appear to be at all 
anxious to transact any great amount of 
business.—Petrolia Topic.

peside the absorbing question of dealing in 
certificates of the Buckeye pipe line company, 
and the pro’s and con's of the probable effect 
on speculative trading if;such are issued 
pave been freely discussed. The sentiment 
ig almost unanimously in favor of the in- 
novation, but there all doubting Thomases 
who predict that there will be few who care- 
totrade in a commodity which is in bad re- 
pute, as they claim the Ohio product is. This 
was the case a few years ago, but, while the 
Ohio oil is doubtless inferior to that of Penn- 
sylvania for refining purposes, it is in active 
and growing demand, and its actual value is 
as readily determined as is that of the best 
wells in old producing territories. The action 
of the committee in favoring the issuance of 
Buckeye certificates and their prompt 
conference with the officials of the 
Buckeye company, and securing their 
promise to issue ths certificatas as soon as the 
necessary arrangements can be perfected, is 
favorably received, and most operators re- 
gard this as an important step, which will 
tend to bring back prosperity to the ex- 
changes, which have latterly languished, the 
amount of business done during the past 
year by @ majority of the brokers being 
barely sufficient to pay office expenses. 
An oil exchange is to be established 
in both Cleveland and Lima as soon as 
the new certificates are ready, a).d_ this 
will tend to increase business on the 
older exchanges, as the new ones will doubt- 
less be admitted to the Conference, and trad- 
ing can be done on either or all. The question 
whether the regular sales will hereafter be for 
future delivery has been aiscussed, and there 
appears to be a growing sentiment favoring a 
return to the old method of sales made one 
day to be delivered the next, but action on 
this will probably be deferred until next 
month, The new scheme may not bring about 
the improvement claimed by its most earnest 
advocates, but of one thing we may be 
sesured, that any change or new move 
must of necessity be for the better, as 
matters could not be worse than they 
have been during the past month. 
The transactions during the past week show a 
decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 276,000 bbls against 
362,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
clearances of the local exchange amounted 
to 548,000 bbls, against 952,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clearances 
reported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 2,250,000 bbls, against 3 998,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Saturday, 
when 90léc was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 88l¢c, and was touched on 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 89l¢c, and the close this evening was 
at 893¢c, showing a gain of 4c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 15éc. 

Committees from the five oil exchanges, 
comprising the Confereuce of Oi] Exchanges, 
met at the Consolidated Exchange yesterday, 
pursuant to a call noticed in our last issue, to 
secure the issuance of Buckeye pipe line cer- 
tificates, that they may be dealt in on the 
several exchanges. There were present from 
Oil City M. Lowentritt, John Barr and J. H. 
Payne; Bradford, J. E. Haskell, Y. L. Black- 
maar and A. E. Durham; Pittsburg, George 
Heard and W. J. Mustin; Philadelphia, R. H. 
Austin and E. D. Morey; New York, C. G. 
Wilson, L. V. Deforrest and W. Fisher. Mr. 
C. G. Wilson was elected chairman, and the 
advisability of listing the certificates of Lima 
oil for the purpose of trading in them was im- 
mediately taken into consideration. It was 
decided to appoint a committee of one repre- 
sentative from each exchange to confer with 
the officers of the Buckeye Oil Company. The 
following gentlemen were appointed: L. V. 
Deforrest, R. H. Austin, George Heard, John 
Barr and Y. L. Blackmaar. 

The meeting then adjourned and the com- 
mittee repaired to the office of the Buckeye 
company, where they had along conference, 
which lasted late into the afternoon. The 
officers of the company discussed the matter 
with the committee, and finally announced 
their willingness to enter into the matter on 
the same general plan as that in use by the 
National Transit Company; in other words, to 
issue certificates for the oil and store it for 
the certificate holders at specified rates. 

The sub-committee duly reported back to 
the conference committee, and on the ques 
tion being put it was unanimously decided 
that all the members would recommend to 
their exchanges that Ohlo oil should be listed. 
The matter of confirmation of their repre- 
sentatives’ work by the different exchanges is 
a formality that will encounter no opposition, 
and thus when the details have been ar- 
ranged, Ohio oil will be duly listed on the sev- 
eral oil exchanges.

The production in 
1885 amounted to 21,520,817 barrels, and the 
consumption to 24,086,154 barrels, against 
24,210,590 barrels of production and 29,695,365 
barrels of consumption for the current year. 
By these figures it will be seen that the total 
yield has declined, while the consumption 
has increased, thus shortening the stock 
on hand at both ends, the visible 
supply at present being less than a year ago by 
5,148,611 barrels. *“‘In previous reports,” Mr* 
Wilson continued, “I have called attention to 
the danger attending wide speculation in the 
commodity, the supply of which was being 
steadily and surely diminished. Insuch a busi- 
ness, the smell dealer would be entirely at the 
mercy of the larger one, and I cannot but 
commend the wisdom of our members, who 
have both seen and appreciated the dangers 
of the situation. Active trading is not likely 
to be resumed in this branch of our business 
until the supply has been enlarged to a point 
which will relieve or remove the great element 
of danger, the restricted amount of certifi- 
cates. From the present outlook in the Penn- 
slvania fields, there does not appear to 
be even a remote chance of any such 
relief coming from that quarter. The large 
production of the Ohio flelds, however, pre- 
sents possibilities which may at no distant 
date be turned into certainties. There is al- 
ready there a stock above ground of some 
20,000,000 barrels, and the area of territory 
covered by producing wells is being constantly 
extended. That this vast stock of oil, what- 
ever its commercial use may be, must sooner 
or later be brought into active use, as a factor 
on the speculative side of the oil business, is 
admitted by all of the older men in the trade; 
the only questiun in doubt appears to be as to 
the time when it will be brought to the front. 
There are many reasons why this step should be 
taken at the earliest date possible, for it will 
do much toward reviving a business which 
should not be allowed to fall into decadence. 
In taking up the business of trading in Ohio 
oil, anew set of traders and a new extent of 
territory will be brought into action, and, as 
a consequence, much active speculation may 
be looked for. Asthis Exchange bas hereto- 
fore taken the leading position in the trading 
in Pipe Line certificates, it seems more than 
probable that in any future change or depart- 
ure in the business it must from its position 
hold its own inthe race.

TUESDAY EVENING, July 22, 1890. 

For the season of the year there is a very 
good trade in progress in nearly all lines of 
drugs. Important buying is of extremely 
rare occurrence, however, nearly all the busi- 
ness done being in small lots to supply passing 
requirements of actual consumption. There 
is consequently little in the situation to create 
marked fluctuations in values in either direc- 
tion and the general tone of market is steady. 
The changes occurring have almost invari- 
ably been caused by extreme dullness, or 
surplus stocks, though a few have resulted 
from scarcity or close concentration cf sup- 
plies. Speculation plays no part in the situa- 
tion, being an entirely absent factor. In 
addition to the information sent by our 
London cvurrespondent, whose letter will be 
found in another department, we find that at 
alittle later date, quinine was selling at le, 
earbolic acid was weak,gamboge higher,ipecac, 
Curacva aloes, nux vomica and cubebs easier; 
arrowroot and Jamaica ginger lower; cod iver 
oil higher.

Opium. 

There has been no change in the position of 
opium since the date of last writing. The ab- 
sence of important demand from any source, 
prevents an improvement notwithstanding 
the strong advices from foreign markets, 
where prices are higher than here. It isnow 
definitely settled, according to late reports 
from London, that the crop will not exceed 
4,000 cases,of which 1,200 is Salonica, the yield of 
which is nowall in. The position in Smyrna at 
the end of June compared with the same 
period last year is as follows: Estimated crop 
1890, 4,500 baskets (4,000 cases); crop 1889, 5,500 
baskets. The stock in first and second hands 
in Smyrna, is about the same as last year, 
namely, 1,000 baskets, while there are 500 bas- 
kets in Constantinople, or 50 baskets less than 
at the corresponding date a year ago, and 200 
baskets in the interior, or 50 less than at the 
end of June, 1889. The spot market is very 
firm, and for standardized $380 is the inside 
quotation while for natural prices run from 
$3 85 to 4 10 as to test, quantity and seller. 


Quinine. 

The offerings of quinine at 2%4c have been 
less reserved, still the majority of holders 
want 2444c, and are not disposed to release 
much stock below this figure. There have 
been several sales of 1,000 and 2,000 oz. lots 
at 24c, but buyers are not inclined to 
take larger quantities at present, evidently 
expecting further concessions. The jobbing 
demand keeps us remarkably well, and in this 
way a large quantity of stock is moving. The 
entries of quinine at the Custom House have 
been lighter this week than for any similar 
period since the beginning of the year, being 
1,250 ounces.

Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol shows no further change, and at 
the recent advance the demand continues 
fully up to the average. The quotations are 
$2 14@2 16, less the rebate of 5c per gallon 
which is payable at the end of each six 
months. 

Wood alcohol is dull and weak but is not 
quotably lower. The quotations are $1 05 for 
95% and $: for 92%, but it is probable that on 
large orders these figures would be shaded. 

Borax is without particular animation and 
itis reported that some second hand holders 
are cutting prices in order to dispose of their 
stock. The regular prices remain 834@9c for 
California refined and 94@9<c for city in 
lump or powder. 

Cantharides find only a small jobbing out- 
let. Quotations are rather easy at 95c.@$1 for 
whole Russian and 25@28c. for Chinese. 
EColocynth apples are in good demand but 
Only small lots are wanted. We continue to 
quote 24@27c. for Spanish, 32@35c. for presssd 
Trieste and 42@48c, for whole.

The general chemical trade presents few in- 
teresting features. Trading is confined for 
the most part to supplying the wants of the 
moment and there is not much in the situa- 
tion to produce marked changes in prices. 
Tne heavy chemicals continue to occupy % 
position peculiar to themselves, and values 
show @ gradual upward trend. The stiffening 
of the market is altogether the result of 
reports concerning the progress 'oward a 
chemical Union in England, the condition of 
gupply and demand showing no material 
change from week to week. The Chemical 
Union is still as great a mystery here as ever, 
put it is probable that the trade will soon be 
enlightened as according to the latest advices, 
a prospectus of the concern is being prepared 
for early publication. Our mailreports speak 
of the union as practically completed, and 
state that the amalgamation is assuming 
jarger proportions than was at first anticipa- 
ted. It is further said, that the scheme con- 
templates the consolidation of all the alkali 
interests in the United Kingdom, including 
the old and new process works. If this state- 
ment is correct, it means that the union will 
embrace more than one hundred factories. 
The fact that a prospectus is soon to be is- 
gued indicates that the union is as 
near completion as report states. Our 
regular Liverpool correspondents, Messrs. J. 
p.Bruuner & Co., write us on the 9th inst.: 
“Manufacturers have become very confident 
that the Chemical Union will be accomplish d. 
However there are still several makers who 
bave not joined che combination so far. A 
large business has taken place in caustic soda, 
the market for which has been cleared for 
this mooth, and to a large extent for the next 
two months owing to the general opinion that 
the Chemical Union will beformed. Makers 
decline to quote for forward delivery beyond 
September. As the demand has run almost 
entirely On caustic soda only, we are inclined 
tobelieve that the business has been largely 
speculative. Soda ash is quiet at 13-16@1i%4d 
for caustic ash and 134@13¢d for carb ash, ac- 
cording to brands. Soda crystals are firmly 
held at £2 588 @ 3 % 6d per ton. 
Caustic soda is scarce, quotations ranging as 
follows: Sixty per cent, £8 58s@8 7s 6d; 70s, 
£9 10s@9 12s bd; 74%, £10 5s@10 10s, and 76%, L11@ 
lls. Bleaching powder is meeting with lit- 
tle attention,and £5@5 5s are nearest spot 
quotations. Chlorate of potash has advanced 
w44@id per Db. Bicarb soda is firmly held 
at £515e@6 per ton and upwards for one cwt 
kegs, according to brand and quantity, with 
usual allowances for larger packages.” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

The improvement in the demand for heavy 
chemicals has been checkea somewhat by the 
increased prices demanded by sellers. Here 
win Liverpool the inquiry has run more on 
caustic soda than on any other goods, and 
although a considerable quantity of stock has 
changed hands, we fail to find anything like 
the activity reported in the primary market. 
Thismay be due to the fact that the sales 
there are largely of aspeculative character 
leaving little available stock for this market. 

Carbonated soda ash is offered sparingly for 
prompt or forward delivery and prices are 
maintained with confidence. Some brands 
areentirely out of the market for the pres- 
tat, There has been a considerable inquiry 
for forward delivery, but aoarule buyers 
tow confine their attention to new process 
uh, Spot prices are more or less nominal at 
144@1 50e for 48 per cent and ! 45@1 5uc for 
high test. For arrival from this price to slightly 
higher figures, is quoted according to seller, 
brand and quantity. 

Caustic soda ash remains dull and neglected, 
but prices are firmly supported and the ten- 
dency is toward a higher range of values in 
yupathy with other lines. 

Ammonia process ash is wanted for future 
tlivery, but spot stock is neglected so long 
8 contracts for forward goods can be ob- 
lined, Although the window glass manu- 
futurers, as well as the bottle makers, were 
session in this city last week, their preser ce 
tredid not lead to eny appreciable increase 
ithe sale of ash for either prompt or forward 


shipment. The tone of the market is ex- 
tremely strong, and prices are gradually 
advancing. Business has been done at 1 474@ 
150c for 48%, but in some cases dealers are 
holding for 1524@175c for future delivery. 
For high test the quotations remain 1 45@ 
1 55c, as to quality, seller and position. 

Saltcake is not beginning to move yet, but 
the inquiry is increasing and negotiations for 
forward contracts are pending. Prices re- 
main at 524%@57%ec for domestic and 65@70c 
for imported brands. 

Caustic soda is more affected by the reports 
from the primary market than any other 
article on the list. and again we have to 
chronicle an advance. Late advices from 
the other side report a large movement of a 
speculative character, but the interest has not 
spread to this side as yet. Early in the week 
a considerable business was done for spot and 
future delivery the reported transactions 
amounting to 1,500 dms, 70 to 74% at 2 75@2 82h4c. 
Later the demand subsided buyers not caring 
to go on at the higher figures asked by hold- 
ers, and the latter showing no inclination 
whatever to force business. In a small way 
business has been done in 70@74% within the 
last day or two at 2 85@2 95c as to seller, quan- 
tity and position, and these were the closing 
spot quotations. It is doubtful if stock of 
these tests could be bought to arrive below 
287%ec. For 60% to arrive 3064@3 12kc is 
quoted and business has been done at close to 
these figures. 

Sal soda is quiet, but the market is firm in 
sympathy with other alkalies, quotations as 
to position and quantity being 1@110c. No 
sales of consequence are noted. 

Bleach, although still neglected, continues 
to improve in price, 1 4244c now seeming to be 

.the inside price for stock in any position. 
Acids. 

Acetic Acid—There is really nothing upon 
which to base the market, the demand having 
been very limited during the interval. Indi- 
vidual sales at low prices are reported, it 
being said that some transactions have been 
accomplished at lc. As to the future of the 
market it is difficult to prophesy, but in the 
absence of any call of moment, it is not 
thought that anytbing of special interest will 
transpire in the near future. 

Muriatic and nitric acids continue to sell at 
low prices, but there have been positively no 
new features to the trading. The demand 
has not been out of the ordinary requirements 
of th3 season, 

Oxalic Acid.—As a natural result of the con- 
tinued arrivals, prices show a decline and it is 
now possible te obtain supplies at 744c. Buy 
ers, however, do not even regard this figure 
with favor, and have been endeavoring to 
supply their wants at 7c. Upto this writing, 
we had not heard of any transactions at the 
lower price. The demand has been moderate. 

Sulphuric Acid.—The demand has been fair 
for the season, but the market has been far 
from active. Prices are wholly unaltered 
from a week ago and vary according to the 
buyer and seller. 

Tartaric Acid.—The demand has been rea- 
sonably satisfactory, while prices have re- 
ceived no attention from dealers. Nothing of 
special interest can be noted. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of Lime—Has been ruling steady at 
previous prices,and no special complaint is 
expressed as to the volume of business doing. 
There has becn absolutely nothing of interest 
transpiring. 

Blue Vitriol.—With the exception of the re- 
ported sale, by an outside party, of three car- 
loads at 4 85c, there has been a lack of inter- 
esting items in this market, and the demand 
has been entirely on the jovbing order. Large 
lots are selling at 5c, while jobbiny parcels 
bring 544@5i4c according to quantity. 

Brimstone--The course of prices continues 
downward for August-September shipment, 
the low rates being mainly attributed to the 
absence of demand from this and other ports. 
There being no fruit to ship at the primary 
market, freight rates have also declined, 
and these circumstances, together with 
the fact that the new meltings will 
shortly begin, have all contributed their 
share toward lowering values. The quo- 
tations for the above shipment are $20 
for best unmixed seconds, and $19 for thirds. 
One dealer, however, quotes $19 75 for seconds; 
but by some,this is not considered a bona-fide 
offer. Spot stocks are light and prices are 
unchanged. 

Nitrate of Soda—The lots which were coming 
out of vessels and being pressed for sale by 
the holders, have been pretty well disposed

By the time the gluten has been completely 
eliminated the starch assumes a plastic torm, 
and is collected from the separating tables by 
wheel-barrowfuls and taken to a drying room, 
where it is.prepared as the starch of com- 
merce, or is placed in a chemical apparatus to 
be converted into glucose. The conversion is 
effected by submitting the starch to the ac- 
tion of a minute percentag’ of dilute sul- 
phuric acid, which, without becoming a con- 
8 icuent part of the compound, produces by 
its presence merely a miraculous change. 
This change from starch to giucose is a grad- 
ual process and bas four or five well defined 
stages. On theaddition of the acid the first 
change resuits in the production of what is 
kvown to chemists as dextrine. If at this 
stuge the acid is peutral‘zed by the addition 
of lime water the process is choked and dex- 
trine is the permanent product. If the pro- 
cess is allowed to go on the acid, however, 
works a second change, and maltose is the re- 
sult. Here, also, the process can, if necessary, 
be interrupted by neutralizing the acid by 
means of lime water, and for some processes 
in the art of brewing this is sometimes done. 
The third and important in the chemical 
change wrought by the action resulte in the 
production of glucose, 4nd just here is where 
the greatest skill of the chemist is required. 
The product must show by teste that it re- 
sponds to the chemical f: rmula, Cg, Hy O¢. 
By comparing the formula with that of 
starch, which is Cg H;o O,—that is, 6 parts of 
carbon to 10 of hydrogen and 5 of oxygen—it 
will be seen that the sulphuric acid bas not 
added to the starch, but has taken up two 
parts of hydrogen, and the only gain in the 
starch is one part of uxygen. 


The lime water introduced to neutralize the 
acid forms with it a product called gypsum— 
sulphate of lime—which can be removed from 
the glucose without leaving any appreciable 
trace. The fourth stage in the chemical pro- 
cess results in crystallizing the liquid, and then 
the product is called grape sugar. There isu 
fifth stage, in which caramel, or burnt sugar, 
could be produced were it of any commercial

The gypsum, or sulphate of lime, 
formed by the neutralizing lime water and 
sulphuric acid, sinks by gravitation to the 
bottom of the vessel, and the supernatant 
saccharine liquid is drawn off from the top. 
This is almost pure chemical glucose, but it 
is still subject to a filtering process through 
bone black, and refined in the same way as 
cane sugar is refined. The boneblack has any- 
thing but the appearance of a purifying 
agent, but possesses the peculiar property of 
attracting to itself all coloring matter. The 
glucose, passing through a labyrynthine sys- 
tem of filtering, is drawn off through spigots 
in the lower part of the building, and is ready 
to be shipped away in barrels. To give the 
glucose the appearance of cane syrup, as well 
as to impart some of the characteristic taste, 
& small amount of that syrup is added to suit 
the fancy of buyers. To make grape sugar 
the glucose is dried in rapidly revolving ves- 
sels, from which much of the moisture escapes 


- by virtue of the centrifugal force. Neither 


the glucose nor the grape sugar is used for 
domestic purposes, although either one is 
about two-thirds as sweet as the sweetest cane 
sugar. Glucose is largely used by makers of 
cheap candies, but chietly for fermenting pur- 
poses, and of late years has become valuable 
to the brewer in making bver and pale ales. 
It is also largely used in mixtures with cane 
syrups and molasses, and is esteemed by those 
who are best capable of forming an opinion 
on the subject as being more wholesome than 
the cane product, which is, at least, only aside 
product or residue in the manufacture of 
sugar.

spect their condition. In this leaden cham- 
ber the fumes condense, forming | quid sul- 
phur'e acid, which, as it forms, absorbs a 
portion of the nitrous fumes, while a portion 
isk ft. In other words, the sulphurous fumes, 
having been oxidized and having received tne 
nitrous fumes from the saltpeter pots, enter 
the leaden chamber. Here they condense 
partially, and the liquid su phuric acid thus 
formed drops to the flor of the chamber, 
where it is collected. Low-pressure steam is 
led into the chamber through a 1 inch pipe 
from an ordinary boiler, This pipe mustslant 
down to the boiler, so that the water of con- 
densation in it may run buck, and not into the 
chamber, The uncondensed fumes puss on to 
a second and precisely similar chamber, where 
more liquid forme, thence on to a third, and 
even, sometimes, a fourth. It will be ob- 
served that as sulphuric acid is continually 
falling out the fumes eet continually weaker 
and weaker in their progress, until, in the 
fourth chamber, they consist almost alto- 
gether of the nitrous gas originally intro- 
duced. This latter wis formerly allowed to 
escape, but, as the saltpeter that is used to 
produce the nitrogen is costly, a process 
(attributed to Gay Lussac) bas been perfectetl 
whereby these fumes are saved, driven back 
into the lead charaber and reutilized. This is 
done as follows: The uncondensed fumes on 
leaving the chambers are absorbed by meuns 
of strong liquid sulphuric acid, which is made 
to trickle down a tower packed with coke, 
through which the nitrous fumes are ascend- 
ing. At the end ot the system of leuden 
chambers is a t wer 40 or 50 feet high by 6 feet 
in diameter, made, rometimes of store sinbes, 
sometimes of lead (or it may be composed of 
a series of earthenware pipes, giving the same 
area, which would be cheaper), This tower is 
packed with coke. Strong liquid sulphuric 
acid enters at the top, pumped there by suit- 
able machinery, divides into a multitude of 
fine jets, and streams trickling down the 
coke, At the bottom the nitrous fum:s 
enter from the sulphuric acid chamber, and, 
rising through the coke, are absorbed by the 
acid coming down. Hence the shape of the 
absorbing tower, tall and nurrow, giving as 
much room us possible for the ascending 
fumes to mingle with the descending acid. 
Not all of the fumes are absorbed in this 
tower, s0 those that are left are led to the 
bottom of a second similar tower, and here 
they go through the sume process. When 
they have reached the top «f this second 
tower, they are pretty well exhausted and are 
now led tothe great chimney, through which 


‘they escape, the strong draft of the chimney 


being utilized to suck the fumes from one 
chamber to another and on to the end, 
Above it was stated that the fumes were led 
from the furnace to the chambers, and from 
the chambers to the tuwers, but the real mo- 
tive force is this strong suction up the chim- 
ney. It 18 obvious that all the pipes and 
chambers through which the fumes pass must 
be made air-tight, both to prevent thir es- 
cape and to maintain the force of the draft, 
on which the circulation of the gatses de- 
pends. Now the oil of vitriol (g:uilphuric acid) 
containing the niter must be genitrated 
aga'n, for the valuable niter is want: d for use 
once more wi'h the sulphurous fumes coming 
from the pyrites burners. This is best ac- 
complished as follows: ‘the acid from 
the Gay Lussac tower is led into 
the top. of a similarly constructed 
but smaller tower, called Glover’s tower, 
on eutering which this strong acid con- 
taining the nitrous fumes is mixed with weak 
sulphuric acid from the lead chamber. ‘The 
mixture then trickles down the tower, which 
is packed nearly t» the top with crushed flint 
or bits of earthenware. Up this tower the hot 
gas (or fumes) from the pyrites burners rises, 
at once abstracts the nitrous acid and cuncen-

The charve of salt weighs usually sbout 18 
owts., and the process of decomposition takes 
about four hours, 80 that by working the pan 
day and night six charges can be roasted and 5 
tons, approximately, of salt decomposed. The 
qst-iron pot is, of course, very strong, and 
supported on heavy brick-work. In time the 

werful acid eats away the iron and the pot 
pas to be replaced by a new one, but, consid- 
ering the almost incessant action of the sul- 
pburic acid, the li*e of the pot is surprisingly 
jong. The action of the acid being most se- 
yere on the bottom of the hemispherical ves- 
gel, this part is made very thick, the walis 
growing gradually thinner up to the edge, 
which the liquid rarely reached and which 
siso suffers least trom the action of the fire. 

Most suitable for sulphate is the common 
pan-salt, especially that obtained by fishing 
pelow the boiling point of the brine, which is 
ofcoarse grain, not the fine salt obtained by 
evaporation at a boiling heat, called “putter 
alt.” Still less adapted for sulphate makin, 
jsrock-sult; this must, under no c.rcumstan- 
ces, be finely ground, but only crushed to a 
coarsepowder, The reason is that the salt 
should possess Some porosity in order to dis- 
wlve readily in the sulphuric acid; this most 
quickly and easily takes place with coarse- 
grained pan-salt, its loose, rough crystals pre- 
senting a large surfade to the attack of the 
acid and spaces for absorbing it. * * * The 
worst case is that of finely ground rock-sait 
or butter-salt. Here the particles of salt lie 
wclosely together that the acid penetrates 
into them with difficulty; and, in spite of tho 
much larger surface actually presented by the 
ult in this form, the attack of the acid is, for 
theabove reason, much slower, Only by con- 
staut stirring Can this drawback be met; and 
itcan never be entirely overcome. 


The salt, moreover, should be quite free 
from clay, gypsum, and otber impurieies. la 
fact, the purer it is the better sulphate does it 
make, 

The decomposing pots are usually 10 feet or 
more in diameter at the top and about 2 feet 
deep in the middle, though they are some- 
times made deeper. 

Great care is taken to prevent the leak- 
awe of the gas. Sometimes, even, 
the dome-shaped cover of brick-work 
rests on a flange cast on to the upper 
edge of the pan, so thata positively air tight 
joiatissecured. To be sure, the dome must 
betorn down whenever it is necessary to re- 
place the pan by a new one, but it is found 
bett-r to let it be so than to risk the loss of 
the valuable gas, which is sure to escape if the 
tallest chink is left for it. 

A pan is considered to have done good work, 
indeed, if i lasts nine moaths and furnishes 
250) tons of sulphate.

When the decomposition has proceeded as 
far as it will, the residue, called sodium hy- 
drozen sulphate, is raked with what sait re- 
mainsinto an adjacent furnace, where still 
greater heat is applied. This furnace is 
placed near th: decomposing pan so that the 
heat wasted in the furnace may heat the pan, 
tuus reducing the consumption of coal. Here 
again the flime does not come directly in con- 
tact with the chemicals, but the furnace is 
made with an oven so that the flames may 
pass over, under, and around the sulphate, 
but never through it. The reaction in the 
furnace is as follows: NaCl (Salt)+NaHSO, 
(sodium, hydrogen, sulpbate)=Na,SO, (sodi- 
um, sulphate) +HCi (hydrochloric avid), The 
hydrochloric acid fumes escape, leaving the 
sodium sulphate or salt cake, and are led off 
to join those derived trom the decomposition 
of the salt, as stated above. They enter a 
tower, whence they are taken tu the “chlo- 
rine still.” 


There is another method used here for mak- 
ing salt cake, called, from the name of itsin 
ventor, Hargreave’s process. A set of eight 
or more cylinders, each large enough to hold 
4U tons of sulphate—15 feet in diameter, 12 
feet high—are charged in turn with common 
salt, as willappear. The salt has been previ- 
ously crushed, moistened, and again dried so 
that it forms porous lumps, which are broken 
into pieces of a diameter of 1 or 2 inches, and 
these are introduced into the cylinder. Sul- 
phurous acid, directly from the pyrites burn- 
ers and mixed with steam as in making sul- 
phuric acid, is led into the first of these cylin- 
dersand thence through the whole oft e 
set. It is by the action of the sulphurous 
acid fumes that the salt forms sulphate. 


Assume that that cylinder into which the 
fresh sulphurous acid first enters is charged 
with nearly finished sulphate, which must be 
obtained for the purpose, and that all the re- 
maining cylinders contain sulphate less and 
less completely formed until the last contains 
common salt, Into the first cylinder, then, 
strong sulphurous fumes from the pyrites 
burners enter—thence they pass on througb 
the rest of the series, and then into the con- 
densing tower, continually getting weaker us 
they come in contact with newer charges of 
salt, until in the last cyliader they are almost 
wholly deprived of their sulphurous cons itu- 
ent, bu always stronger in hydrochloric 
fumes from the decomposing salt. The streng 
suiphurous acid fumes convert the imperfect 
sulphate in the first cylinder into finished 
sulphate, and when that is accomplish d this 
cylinder is disconnected from the set, its sul- 
phate is emptied out, it is charged with com- 
mon salt, and becomes the last of the series, 
while that cylinder which was second now be- 
comes the first, and the whole series thus pro- 
gresses One step. The connecting cast iron 
flues are so arranged that the position 
of each cylinder with reference to 
the others can be conveniently changed 
by proper dumpers. The cylinders are heated 
by coal fires, aud eventually attain a temper- 
ature of 400° or 50u° centigrade. By means cf 
brick-work tlues the flame is made to ascend 
and descend the entire height of the cylinder 
in close proximity to it before passing to the 
chimney According to theory, the heat of 
the chemical combinaticn should be amply 
sufficient to maintain tne necessary tempera- 
ture, but, until some perfectly non-conduct- 
ing material is made fur surrounding the 
cylinders, it will be necessary to counter- 
balance the loss from radiation, etc., by a 
coal fire.
